NO BAR TO THE CONTEST 


THE THISTLE’S LENGTH NO! 
TO PREVENT THE RAOE. 

A DECISION OF THE UMPIRE WHICH 
SATISFIES EVERYBODY—VISITING THE 
TWO RIVAL YACHTS. 

Lying at anchor within a cable’s length 
of each other in the harbor are two yachts 
which every patriotic American no doubt hopes 
will soon be in the same boat, so to speak. One 
of these yachts is the Galatea, which last year 
attempted to capture the America’s Cup and was 
so handsomely defeated in the attempt by the 
Mayflower; the other is the Thistle, against 
which the Volunteer will do battle to-morrow. 
The Mayflower, as everybody knows, had an 
easy thing of it, and her victory was considered 
a foregone conclusion. 

Nobody supposes, however, in spite of the fact 
that the Volunteer is a faster boat than the May- 
flower, that the Volunteer will walk away from 
the Thistle. Certainly none of the thousands 
who compared the Thistle and the Galatea yes- 
terday ‘expect to see the Thistle vanquished 
without an effort. To the eye of even atyro 


there seems to be as much difference between 
the Thistle and the Galatea as there is between 
Hanover or any other wonder of the race track 
and a stocky, clean-looking cart horse. Even 
Lieut. Henn, the commander of the Galatea, was 
struck by the contrast between the yachts as he 
stood on the deck of his own boat yesterday, and 
he must have been struck by it with considera- 
ble force, for he expressed it in words and drew 
attention to the marked difference between the 
yachts. Asked to give an opinion of the Thistle, 
Lieut. Henn said she was a handsome ship, but 
more than once he referred tothe height and 
symmetry of her spars. 

Mr. Wylie, one of the Thistle’s owners, spent 

the day on board of the Scotch racer. He, of 
course, is inlove with her, and would like to 
witness the race from her deck. This he will not 
be able to do, as" he has been selected as the 
representative of the Thistle who shall sail on 
the Volunteer. Like the other members of the 
Scotch contingent in New-York, Mr. Wylie ex- 
yresses the wish that the best boat may win, 
But like them, too, he undoubtedly hopes the 
Thistle will carry the America’s Cup to Scotiana, 
and in proof of this he, like his brother Scots- 
men, grows eloquent as he describes the impe- 
tus to yachting and yacht buiiding that would 
be given by a Thistle victory. Nothing, he de- 
clares, would give his countrymen more pleas- 
ure than to have an opportunity of extending to 
Americans sucha welcome as Americans have 
tendered to old country yachtsmen. 

The appearance of the Thistle and Galatea in 
the same waters gave enthusiastic yachtsmen 
an opportunity of dilating upon the fact that 
never before had two British contestants for the 
America’s Cup been on this side of the Atlantic 
at the same time. Ordinary people were in- 
formed that both the Thistle and the Galatea 
were members of the Royal Clyde Yacht Club. 
Both yachts flew the blue ensign. 

If thousands looked at the Thistle yesterday, 
tens of thousands visited the foot of Twenty- 
third-street, in Brooklyn, to have a close look at 
the Volunteer. She lay in the dry dock and was 
open to inspection. A guard of sailors was 
strung around the American champion, and the 
ery of “Hands off!” was heard 60 times a min- 
ute. Inspite of it and of the close watch kept 
by the guard, curious people wonld occasionally 
seize an opportunity of rubbing their hands 
on the glistening steel-gray surface below her 
water line and, before darkness sent the crowd 
home, so much pot lead had been rubbed off that 
it was decided to give portions of the Volun- 
teer’s bottom another coat this morning. It is 
hardly probable that the Volunteer will be put 
into the water before this afternoon, and, when 
she does once more seek her element, she will be 
in perfect condition for the fray. 

Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess spent much of the 
the day aboard, and in the afternoon went to 
Bay Ridge to secure some of the Mayflower’s 
sails, as it is their intention to go into the race 
doublebankee, so that if an accident should hap- 
pen to the Volunteer’s rig it will be possible to 
repair it with the least possible waste of time, 

In the vicinity of Tebo’s dock, where the Vol- 
unteer now lies, and where saiiors and sea- 
faring folks congregate in large numbers, faith 
in the prowess of the Volunteer and in her 
ability to beat the Thistle is limitless. One 
storekeeper in the vicinity holds acouple of 
thousandt in bets made at odds of two to one on 
the Volunteer. These odds seem to rule, gen- 
erally, though one bet of $20 to $5 was made in 
the New-York Yacht Club house, a few nights 
ago, that the Thistle would win onerace. The 
Scotch contingent is not talkative, but seems to 
be very confident, and more than one member 
of it has, with hand in front of mouth, informed 
special friends that the Thistle would just walk 
away from the Volunteer. 

The visiting Scotchmen are not betting men, 
and do not talk money. They met Mr. Bell ina 
body Saturday night, on his return to the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel from the meeting held at the 
New-York Yacht Club house. Some of them 
were not in good humor over the reports that 
the Thistle might not be permitted to compete 
on account of the discrepancy between the 
length of her water line and the measure- 
ment sent by Mr. Bell to thn America’s 
Cup Committee. A few expressed the 
hope that Mr. Bell would not race 
the Thistle unless every demand he made was 
granted. There was an impression among them 
that he had not been fairly treated and that he 
could not secure a promise from the Regatta 
Committees that the course would be kept clear 
during the race. The account given of the meet- 
ing by Mr. Bell dispelled all their doubts and 
sent them to bedsmiling and hopeful, Yesterday 
their only fear was that the wind would not last 
until to-morrow. 

The referee of the Volunteer-Thistle race, Mr. 
George L. Schuyler, rendered his decision, yes- 
terday, upon the questions submitted to him 
Saturday night, at a meeting attended by mem- 
bers of the Regatta and Cup Committees of the 
New-York Yacht Club, as well as by Gen. Paine, 
of the Volunteer; Mr. Bell and Mr. Watson, of 
the Thistle, and Secretary York, of the Royal 
Clyde Yacht Club. 

The America’s Cup Committee’s side of the 
case was presentcd to Mr. Schuyler in the fol- 
lowing communication: 


NEW-YORK, Sept, 24, 1887. 
Mr. George L. Schuyler, Umpire: 

The following questions and facts are submitted 
to you by the America’s Cup Committee and Mr. 
James Bell for your decision: 

Does the Thistle, as row measured and offered to 
sail, correspond with the particulars of dimensions 
turvishei by the challenger within the require- 
ments of the dee of gift? 

The deed of gift requires, “‘ Accompanying the 
six months’ notice there must be a Custom House 
certificate of the measurement and the statement 
of the dimensions, rig, and name of the vessel.” 

A letter from the challenger, dated March 16, 1887, 
inclosed a Custom House certificate of the measure- 
ment and the certificate of Mr. G. L. Watson, dated 
March 14, 1887, as follows: “ Length of load water 
line, 85 feet; breadth, extreme, 20 3-10 feet; depth of 
hold, 14 1-10 feet. ‘lhe two last measurements are 
from actual measurements, but as the vessel is not 

et afloat itis impossible to give exactly the water- 
ine length. This, however, is the designed length, 
and when she is afloat and in raving trim I have no 
reason to expect it will be more than an inch or two 
out either way.” Signed George L. Watson. 

A letter from William York, Secretary of the Koyal 
Clyde Yacht Club, dated March 16, 1887, states: 
** Length per register, 98 feet; breadth, 20 3-10 feet; 
depth, 14 1-10 feet. I send also a statement of the 
dimensions by Mr. G. L. Watson, her designer. giv- 
ing, although not required by the formalities of the 
deed of gift, the leugth on the load water line, which 
is as before stated in Mr. G. L. Watson’s certificate.” 

Actual measurement of the Thistle by the club 
measurer, Mr. Hyslop, on Sept. 22, 1887, shows the 
actual water line to be 86 46-100 feet instead of 85 
feet, as stated in the letter of, March 16, 1887, from 
Mr. William York, Secretary. 

Questions—is the variation sufficient to prevent 
the challenger being entitled to a race for the cup 
with the boat named? 

Is there a remedy?

The following statement was made in writing 
by Mr. Bell for submission to the umpire: 


In the letter of challenge, dated March 16, 1887, it 
Was stated that the Thistle was in course oft con- 
struction on the Clyde. She was sutliciently ad- 
vanced to be measured by the Custom House an- 
thorities, and an official certified transcript 
from the Custom House register was sent 
with a letter of challenge. ‘This certificate 
gives the length, breadth, and depth of the 
vessel, and includes, as a matter of 
course, the name and rig. Conditions of the 
deed of gift require the Custom House certificate of 
the measurement and a statement of the dimensions, 
rig, and name of the vessel. Challenger considered 
the statement of dimensions given in his letter of 
challepge and the production of the Custom Honse 
certificate was full compliance with the terms ot 
the deed of gilt; but the challenger supplemeuted 
this statement by one from the designers, Messrs. 
G. L. Watson & Co., giving, to quote trom the letter, 
“Sdthough not required by the formalities of the 
deb. of gift, length on the load water line.” 

‘the designer’s statement of dimensions is qualified 
by the observation * as the vesselis not yet ufivat, 
it is impossilie to give exactly the water-line 
length. This, however, is the designed length and 
when she is atioat and in racing trim I have no 
reason to expect that it will be mure than an inch or 
two out either way.” When launched. jowever, and 
with her equipment on board, her water-line 
length was tound to be 86 40-100 feet. As the 
challenger accepted the measurement and time al- 
lowanuce of the New-York Yacht Club. which 
adjusts all differences of tonnage, and as the vessel 
had to be measured in New-York, exact water-line 
length did not seem of any importance. 

Under the New-York Yacht Club rules, which 
were mutually accepted, competitors are at liberty 
to shift ballast up to 9 P. M. of the day prior to the 
race, subject, of course, to after measurement, which 
precludes the idea that in giving av approximate 
water-line measurement the Thistle was tied down 
to a tixed load-line length. Were the Thistle claiin- 
ing to race at a water-line length of 85 teet, having 
86 46-100 feet, there would be grave reason for 
complaint, but the Thistle is tendered for measure- 





ment of length and snil area as per New-York Yacht 
Club rules under challenger’s arrangement with 
your America’s Cup Committee to adjust the time 
allowance she was to receive or give.

Mr. Schuyler promised upon taking the papers 
in the case to render his decision at noon yes- 


terday in writing to ex-Commodore Smith, and 
he did so as follows: 


: _ NEW-YORK, Sept. 24, 1887. 
James D. Smith, Chairman America Cup Commit. 


ee: 

My reply to the questions submitted to me by your 
committee and Mr. Bell, is as follows: 

The clause in the deed of gift, which requires, be- 
sides Custom House measurement, a statement of 
the dimensions of the vessel, is intended to convey 
a@ just idea of the capacity of the same, without ref- 
erence to any rnle for racing tonnage which may be 
in force at the time that the challenge was given. The 
length of load water line is an essential element. 
It was furnished by both the Genesta and the 
Galatea, and, had it not been given by 
the Thistle, the committee should have demanded it 
before closing the terms of the match. Mr. Bell, 
did, however, furnish theload water line of the 
Thistle notwithstanding his misapprehension of the 
necessity of doing so, for the reason, as stated b 
himaelf, that if the information was withheid it 
would be impossible to determine with any approach 
to accuracy the power of the boat, the reason which 
proves the necessity of load water line being a factor 
in giving the “ dimensions” of the vessel as well as 
the desire of Mr. Bell to do everything in his power 
to make a fair trial between the contestants for the 
cup. 

Your second question refers to the discrepancy 
between the load water line of the Thistle, as fur- 
nished by letter, March 16, 1887—about 85 feet—and 
the actual measurement made in New-York, 86.46 
feet. The lengthot ioad water line of a vessel in 
commission is accurately obtained, but before 
launching, as the case with the Thistle, there was 
no course left to the owner but to apply to his de- 
signer for the necessary information. This was 
done, and a certificate of the designer was for- 
warded, stating that “It was impossible to give 
exactly the water line length. This is, however, her 
designed : length, and when she is afloat and in 
racing trim Ihave no reason to expect that it will 
be more than an inch or two out either way.” 

The importance of accuracy in giving the dimen- 
sions of a yacht challenging for the cup is so great 
that any decision reached in any one case cannot be 
used as a precedent in any other which may arise. 
A greaterror in any of the dimensions, whether 
through mistake or design, would vitiate the agree- 
iment. A small one should be governed by circum. 
stances attending it and always on the liberal side. 
Although the Variation between the stated and 
actual load water line is so large as to be of great 
disadvantage to the defender of the cup, still, as Mr. 
Bell could only rely upon the statement of his de- 
Signer, he cannot in this particular case be held ac- 
countable for the remarkably inaccurate informa- 
tion received from him, and I theretore decide that 
the variation is not sutlicient to disqualify him from 
starting the Thistle in the race agreed upon. Re- 
specttully yours, GEORGE L. SCHUYLER. 


The decision was apparently satisfactory to 
Gev. Paine and to Mr. Bell, and it evidently was 
to the members of the New-York Yacht Club 
who dropped into their quarters yesterday and 
eagerly read 1t. 

People in general were satisfied because noth- 
ing had occurred to interfere with the race. 
All they want isa fair wind and no favor, and 
may the Volunteer win. 

The decision is not entirely satisfactory to Mr. 


Watson, as he states in the following letter to 
THE TIMES: 


Sir: As Mr. Schuyler’s reply to the Chairman of 
the America’s Cup Committee has been made public, 
and as that reply will doubiless be printed by you, I 
would venture in my own defense to say a word or 
two regarding the final paragraph, which reflects, in 
some degree at least on myself. 

Mr. Schuyler very properly exonerates Mr. Bell 
from all blame in the matter. placing it, with per- 
fect justice, on “his designer,” but as he previously 
implies that an error has been made, “through mis- 
take ar design.’ 1t becomes necessary for me to pro- 
test Against at least half of this insinuation. 

While, then, the Thistle has been sailed in Britain, 
as she will be here, at a line lower than her de- 
signed draught. and is consequently, from her great 
overhang forward and aft, 1 foot 542 inches longer 
than I intended or supposed she would be, I most 
emphatically deny that I had any intention that she 
should be longer or shorter than the 45 feet she was 
designed for. She is a new type of boat, built under 
a (to me) new tonnage law, and after getting her 
into sailing trim, the Yacht Racing Associa- 
tion’s official measurer found her to be 86.40 
feet long, or three-quarters of an inch shorter than 
the New-York Yacht Club measurer found her to be. 
The New-York Yacht Club scale of time allowance 
is supposed to adjust all differences of length and 
sail area. It was devised for that purpose. If, under 
this rule, extra length be an advantage, it would be 
as unfair to accuse Mr. Burgess of unchivalrous 
conduct in designing a boat 104 inches longer than 
the vessel he expected to meet as to blame me for 
mene the Volunteer, with a boat which inadver- 
tently is 7 inches longer than the Volunteer. 

While throughout this contest I have maintained 
such secrecy as seemed to me advisable, (as a 
whist player has every right to conceal his own 
hanud,) I would rather lose all chance of the cup 
than that one of the many millions of that people 
which Charles Reade calls “the most generous 
nation under the sun” should suppose we tried for 
it om in a strictly honorable way. In their 
hands confidently leave the matter, I am, Sir, 
faithfully yours, G. L. WATSON.

DANGEROUS COLORED MASONS. 

GREENWOOD, Miss., Sept. 25.—The mys- 
terious disappearance of certain negroes and 
the subsequent finding of their bodies, under 
circumstances that indicate foul play, has been 
of late a subject of commentin this part of the 
South, but only lately has the key to the mys- 
tery been furnished. A colored man named 


Harry Taylor killed another colored man on the 
Tallahatchie River about two months ago. At 
that time an attempt was made by the colored 
Masons tojynch him, but they were prevented 
by Mr. [tancil, an inftttiential white planter, who 
took Taylor into his house and protected | im. 
Since then both Harry Taylor and his wife have 
disappeared. One day last week a body was 
found floating in the river near Shellmound, 
which proved to be that of Taylor. This has led 
to @ superficial investigation, and enough has 
been discovered to justify the belief that the 
colored Masons have made away with both Tay- 
lor and his wife. 

George Evans, who was hanged here on the 
27th of July by a colored mob, was supposed to 
have been lynched by the colored Masons, be- 
cause he had killed one of their members. Tay- 
lor had also kilied a colored Mason. It appears 
that a clandestine bogus or initation Free- 
masonry based on alleged eharters from the 
West Indies has spread all over the country 
among the plantation negroes and a few whites 
on the same social plane, possessing some resem- 
blance to the legitimate work, and among the 
obligations taken is a solemn oath to protect a 
brother Mason if accused of erime, and to avenge 
the death of a brother Mason by destroying his 
murderer. The Grand Jury of this county will 
be charged to investigate this matter, wile the 
legitimate Grand Lodge of Masons of this State 
will make a thorough inquiry into the case.

ago the Baronet’s brother William, a retired 
English navy officer, came to this city to live. 
After a quiet life in these parts he died and was 
buried in the Whitneyville Cemetery, and Ellas 
Dickerman,of Hamden,was made his administra- 
tor. Dickerman expended $175 of the funds of 
the estate for the burial lot and monument, but 
in 1880 it was found that the sale of the burial 
lothad not been properly recorded, and Dick- 
erman for some reason or other allowed the re- 
mains of Capt. Gibbons to be exhumed. They 
were reinterred in a corner of the cemetery, 
and the remains of Amelia Gilbert, of Hamden, 
and later on those of her husband, were in- 
terred inthe lot which was purchased out of 
Gibbons’s money. Now Sir John Gibbons is 
asking the court, through his attorney, Julius 
Twiss, to make an order compelling Dickerman 
to reinter the remains of his brotherin the lot 
where the monument stands.

NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Sept. 25.—How- 
ard MacSherry, an attorney-at-law, was terribly 
beaten to-day by one of his clients. The assail- 
ant was William Braithwaite.

neighbor and the two went to law about it. 
Braithwaite retained MacSherry, and the case, 
ou being tried, was lost. Heappealed and again 
lost, and on another trial being had at bis earnest 
solicitation he lust again. His legal difficulties 
seem to have affected his mind. Those who 
know him say that he bas acted queerly of late 
and appeared to be insane. ‘ 

At any rate, he called at MacSherry’s house to- 
day anu asked to see the lawyer. The gentle- 
nan Came down and as soon as he appeared 
Braithwaite sprang at him, clutched bis throat, 
kuocked him down, and began beating himin 
the face and about the head. Dr. Slack and 
other Visitors sprang to the scene and Braith- 
waite was secured. At the Justice’s office he 
gave @ disconnected story of his troubles, mut- 
tering threats against the lawyer. MacSberry 
has been ill for two weeks and for a week has 
been coufined to his house. He was just recov- 
ering from neryous prostration, and the attack 
of Braithwaite is therefore the more serious.

THE WARFOR IRISHLIBERTY 


LEAGUE MEETINGS ATTACKED 
BY POLICE. 

SERIOUS RIOTING AT FERMOY — MR. 
O’BRIEN EVADES THE POLICE AND 
MAKES A SPEECH. 

FERMOY, Sept. 25.—Dr. Tanner, Irish Na- 
tionalist member of Parliament, in response 
to the demands of a crowd, made a 
speech to-day from the balcony of his 
hotel. He denounced the action of the police 
at Mitchellstown and the trial of Editor William 
O’Brien, when the police charged upon the 
crowd and a mélée was the result. The crowd 
stoned the police, many of whom received severe 
injuries. The police used their batons and injured 
14 persons, who were nearly all conveyed to the 
hospital. Dr. Tanner mingled with the com- 
batants and had his hat smashed by a 
baton. Priests secured order on the police 
removing their swords. Stones were afterward 
thrown, injuring many constables. The mob, 
clubbed by the police fetched from Mitchells- 


town, pelted them with stones and bottles. 
Some were disabled. Capt. Plunkett command- 
ed the police and restored order. 

Father O’Callaghan says that Dr. Tanner had 
been speaking only four or five minutes when 
the police appeared. They did not request 
the people to disperse, nor did they read 
the riot act, but without notice they 
charged upon the crowd, batoning men 
right and left. This disorder was over at 11 P. 
M. After that hour eightconstables clubbed a 
man named O’Leary, who was quietly proceed- 
ing home. It was.O’Leary who identified Doran 
as the constable who shot Lonergan at Mitchells- 
town. 


MITCHELLSTOWN, Sept. 25.—The National 
League evaded the police and held a meeting 
to-day at a private house. 

Mr. O’Brien, who yesterday drove to Lim- 
erick Junction, returned by a circuitous 
route, deceiving the __ police. In a 
speech he __ said: “We are here to 
tell Mr. Balfour that the branches of the 
National League will decline to consider 
themselves suppressed until every decent man, 
aye, and many decent women, in the community 
are placed in jail. ([Cheers.] The sup- 
pression of the Irish National League 
is simply an absolute impossibility. We 
meet here to-day under Plunkett’s nose. The 
Countess of Kingston will find the League a 
more dangerous association than ever. Our great 
point is to preserve an association which has 
maie us go thus far to make us go much 
further before long. I have less doubt 
to-day than ever that all the powers of our 
enemies in England will be utterly helpless to 
prevent our work going on more vigorously than 
ever. I should like to put before Mr. 
Balfour a simple rule of three. If it 
takes Plunkett, with an army of police 
and military, to supprese one branch of the 
League, and if he and his army are so easily 
batiled, thwarted, and hoodwinked as they have 
been to-day, how many of Plunkett’s armies 
will be required to suppress the eighteen 
hundred branches of the League when 
all decline to be suppressed. Before the watch- 
word Mr. Gladstone has adopted, ‘Remember 
Mitchellstown,’ Balfour will fall and Dublin 
Castle crumble to dust.’’ 


DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—In Belfast last night a 
mob wrecked an inn and pelted the police with 
stones. The police were reinforced and order 
was restored. 

Several League meetings in Clare to-day were 
dispersed by the police without resistance. 

The excitement in Fermoy caused by the 
police dispersing a meeting there last night has 
been quieted. Several persons received scalp 
wounds in the disturbance last night.

Rok, Sept. 25.—The cholera returns for 
the past 24 hours are: Messina, 118 new cases 
and 49 deaths; Catania, 6 new casos and no 
deaths; Palermo, 3 pew cases and 3 deaths. 


Paris, Sept. 25.—The Gaulois publishes a 
report, which it does not credit, to the effect 
that the remains of Napoleon I. have been stolen 
from the tomb in the Hotel des Invalides and 
cast to the winds. The evening newspapers 
deny the truth of the report concerning Napo- 
leon’s remains. 

The Temps publishes a telegram from Epinal 
saying: ‘“‘A Lieutenant of dragoons, accom- 
panied by a gamekeeper, while out shoot- 
ing at Raon-sur-Plaine, near the _ frontier, 
was fired at by invisible marksmen 
in German Territory. The gamekeeper 
was killed and the Lieutenant’s thigh bone was 
fractured. Surgeons aflirm that the shots were 
fired by military, and say that the Lieutenant's 
thigh will have to be amputated. It is helieved 
that the shots were tired by customs officials. 
It is also reported that the shots were fired by 
German gamekeepers, who had mistaken the 
men for poachers, the latter not heeding the 
summons to surrender. 

The chief in the recently discovered frauds on 
English life insurance companies is a German 
Baron, Karl Ludwig Wilhelm von Scheurer. He 
is a naturalized American, who married a 
wealthy American lady residing in London, He 
deserted his wife and fled to Paris with another 
woman. There he met Dr. Castlenau and or- 
ganized the swindle. Scheurer absconded to 
Germany with the lion’s share of the spuil. 

Le Paris, in an official note, says that the re- 
duction of the army and navy estimates will not 
make necessary the stopping of the manufacture 
of new patterns of rifles and cartridges, the 
production of which is constantly increasing.

AOTOR MAHONEY’S NOSE. 


IT RECEIVES SEVERE TREATMENT FROM 
ANOTHER ACTOR’S FIST. . 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—Three actors 
stood in the lobby of the Continental Hotel café 
late this evening talking shop. They were good 
friends, and cracked jokes right and left. They 
were Wilton Lackaye, of the Allan Dare 
Company; James Mahoney, who was with 
Lotta last season, and Peter Church, an actor 
who lives in Washington. Actor Mahoney 
married a lady in this city last year, 
and has been ‘living here ever since. He 
dropped into the hotel to see his old friends 
Lackaye and Church, and they had a very jolly 
afternoon of it. Mr. Church is a handsome 
young man, who owns a pretty jet black mus- 
tache, has a piercing black eye, and wears a 


black high hat and dresses faultlessly. Asa 
walking gentleman he isa perfect model. Mr. 
Mahoney is not quite so tall as Mr. Church, 
and he does not know much about fighting, put 
he is a great talker. 

Mr. Lackaye is a big, broad-shouldered young 
man, and is a scientific boxer. He takes the 
partof Robert the Devil in Admiral Porter’s 
play, “Allan Dare,’ and in the play he is the 
wickedest man that ever lived. He is a mur- 
derer, a robber chief, and laughs at prison bars 
and handcuffs. While talking to Messrs. Ma- 
honey and Church he made the remark: ‘ That 
ain’t so.” Actor Mahoney objected to “ain’t.” 
He told Mr. Lackaye that there wasn’t any such 
word and that he ought not to use it. Mr. 
Lackaye said that it was a correct expres- 
sion; that the word was from the Sanscrit, 
and was handed down from the Persian, 
and finally found its way to America; that 
ain’t was written a-n-t, and did not mean, as Mr. 
Mahoney insisted, an abbreviation of are not. 
Mr. Mahoney sneered at Mr. Lackaye’s wisdom, 
and Mr. Lackaye suggested that Mr. Mahoney 
didn’t Know what he was talking about. Actor 
Mahoney wanted to bet $10 that he did. 

The actors looked around for a stakeholder 
and a referee, but didn’t see anybody they knew. 
Mr. Lackaye suggested that Actor Church should 
act in the dual capacity of stakeholder and ret- 
eree. Actor Church at first declined to act, but 
was finally persuaded by Mr. Lackaye, 
and the argument was started afresh. 
Actor Church iistened for 10 minutes to 
Actor Mahoney and then lent his ear to 
actor Lackaye. Mr, Mahoney contradicted Mr. 
Lackaye in everything he said, and Mr. Lackaye 
treated Mr. Maheney in the same way. Finally 
Mr. Lackaye expressed his belief that Mr. Ma- 
honey was an ** ass,” to whic Mr. Mahoney de- 
tmurred by saying in a cutting tone that Mr. 
Lackaye thought he knew everything, but what 
he didn’t know would make a bigger book than 
was ever bound. 

While these little compliments were being ex- 
changed Actor Church was revolving in his mind 
the correctness of the derivation of “ ain’t,” and 
finally he decided that Mr. Lackaye was right. 
This made Mr.” Mahoney very angry, and he in- 
vited Actor Church to go out on Ninth- 
street, promising to mop up the sidewalk 
with the walking gentleman. Mr. Church 
declined the invitation, and the Thespian 
trio sauntered into the hotel corridor and planted 
themseives in front of the hotel office. Smart- 
ing under the deeision of Referee Church Actor 
Mahoney kept on declaring that Actor Lackaye 
was wrong, and that he (Mahoney) was right. 
Mr. Mahoney tinally said to Mr. Church: 

“You are mentally andintellectually my in- 
ferior. You’re not fit to be referee in this 
matter.” . 

Mr. erg remarked to Mr. Mahoney: ‘‘ You’re 
a —- fool.” 

Mr. Mahoney added a couple of cuss words to 
Mr. Church’s remark, and hurled them at 
him. Mr. Church immediately punched Mr. 
Mahoney’s nose a very direct, straight-from-the- 
shouider punch. Mr. Mahoney was staggered 
with surprise, and his nose began to 
swell immediately and assumed a crimson hue. 
When he recovered himself he looked at Actor 
Church’s clinched fist, and made a dive for him. 
The few people in the corridor and three clerks 
in the office expected to see Mr. Mahoney knock 
Mr. Church into the brand-new five-thousand- 
dollar elevator 20 feet away, but they were dis- 
appointed. Mr. Mahoney had concluded to go at 
Actor Church catch-as-catch-can and roll him 
allover the marble-tiled floor. Mr. Mahoney 
rushed at Actor Church with mad fury. Me- 
Kee Rankin thought Bob Downing was going 
through a scene of the ‘Gladiator’ when he 
arrived at that instant in the elevator, and 
Actor Lackaye, who was watching the fray, 
says he thought Actor Mahoney was going to 
double Actor Church up and fling him into 
Helmbold’s drug store. 

The actors clinched, and for nearly a minute 
they clutched at each other not as actors on the 
stage, but in dead earnest.

NOT A DELEGAIE IN TOWN. 


SARATOGA STILL WAITING FOR THE 
DEMOCRATIC HOST. 

SarRaToGa, Sept. 25.—No Sunday trains 
arrive or depart from Saratoga, and not a single 
delegate to the Democratic State Convention 
from the world outside walks the streets of this 
town to-night. Theil o’clock train in the morn- 
ing may bring in a few stragglers, but the 1 
e’clock this morning was expected to bear pre- 
cious freight, yet the delegate failed to material- 
ize. A hitch has evidently occurred some- 
where, for a number of the New-York 


Democrats had planned to spend the Sab- 
bath here. Perhaps the village is the 
gainer in consequence of their absence. Those 
who are waiting for the arrival of 
delegates are conscious that they must arrive in 
due season, for the State Cummittee will meet 
to-morrow night and the convention will be 
called to order on Tuesday. The State Committee 
will have its headquarters in the stock room of 
the United States, the only one of the large 
hotels which keeps open house until the Ist of 
October. While seme of the Tammany leaders 
willlodge at the Windsor, their headquarters 
will be in the clubhouse of the Grand Union, 
Judge Hilton having agreed to open its doors for 
the purpose of giving them a meeting place 
somewhat more central in its location than the 
Windsor. Thisis a necessity, for the States will 
be the headquarters of the most of the rural del- 
egates as wellas of the County Democracy and 
of the Kings crowd. 

The local Democratic organization known as 
the Jefferson Club has devoted its energies to 
transforming the rink into a convention hall fit 
for the Democratic host. The Lincoln Club pre- 
pared the rink for the Republicans at an ex- 
pense of some hundreds of dollars, and it sold 
the entire outfit to the Jefferson Club. Some 
legends concerning Gov. Hill, which would never 
be tolerated 1n a Republican convention, will 
doubtless decorate the walls and be admired by 
Tuesday’s gathering. 

The Brewers’ Association will be represented 
here this week by Charles A. Stadler, Edward 
Schaafer, and Henry L. Gregg. Their mission 
may have some connection with the ‘“suimp- 
tuary” plank in the platform, just as the mission 
of Charles A. Shaw at the recent Republican 
Convention may have had some relation to the 
future of cable railroad legislation, a subject in 
which Thomas C. Piattis interested to the ex- 
tent of $100,000. 

Editor Dorsheimer, of the New-York Star, who 
willbe a delegate from one of the New-York 
districts, Is expected to bring some views and 
possibly afew pianks for the consideration of 
the Platform Committee. For speculation Sara- 
toga allin all just now affords unlimited op- 
portunities; for actual newsit is probably the 
most poverty-stricken spotin,the State. 


IWO DEAD AND ONE SICK. 


LOOKING AFTER THE INFECTED IMMI- 
GRANTS OF THE ALESIA. 


Two deaths occurred among the cholera 
patients at Swinburne Island yesterday, and 
anew and very serious case arose among the 
546 immigrants quartered on Hoffman Island. 
The new case was at once transferred to the 
hospital where the remaining six patients are 
cared for on Swinburne Island. 

Health Officer Smith visited the islandsin the 
Lower Bay between land 2 o’clock. He was 
accompanied by Secretary E. 8. Mellen, of 


the Board of Quarantine Commissioners. 
He remained on the islands until 
nearly 6 o'clock and then steamed up to 
the city in his tugboat. At Quarantine station 
the tug came near enough to land for Secretary 
Mellen to hand aslip of paperto the Assistant 
Health Officer and then went on. The slip of 
paper contained a most meagre account of the 
condition of affairs on the islands. Dr. Smith, 
apparently busily engaged in writing, sat in the 
wheelhouse and did not look at all communica 
tive. The scrap of paper contained only the 
following simple statement: 

* Francesco Cesario, aged 33 years, was taken 
from Hoffman to Swinburne Island to-day. 
This man is very sick. Two of the original light 
cases are very ill, aud recovery doubtful. Two 
deaths have occurred, one at5 P. M. Saturday 
night and oneat5 A. M. Sunday morning. The 
remainder are doing well.” 

Valentino Generelli, aged 6 years, and Carmeli 
Carchi, aged 23, are the two who yesterday suc- 
cumbed to the fatal disease. The patients who 
are dangerously ill are Guiglielmo Helvig, aged 
36, and Ferdinando Carodonari, aged 24. ‘The 
Alesia lay at anchor in the Lower Bay just in 
sight from Quarantine. She was also visited by 
Dr. Smith in his tug, but of her he made no re- 
port. There are no interpreters at the hospital 
on Swinburne Island, and the nurses and at- 
tendants have much difficulty in making them- 
selves understvod, or in learning the exact 
symptoms ofthe patients. In some cases it is 
— impossible to get even the names cor- 
rectly. 
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APACHES ON 1HE WARPATH. 


A NEW OUTBREAK REPORTED IN ARI- 
ZONA. 

Tucson, Arizona, Sept. 25.—Intense ex- 
citement prevails in this city over the reported 
outbreak of the San Carlos Apache Indians, A 
courier arrived at Pantano late yesterday noti- 
fying all the settlers in the valley that two 
bands had left the reservation and were march- 
ing south. Thisis supposed to be the result of 
the killing of Horton, the post trader, who was 


murdered by the Indians Friday, and intense 
excitement prevails all along the valley. The out- 
break bids fair to be of a very serious character. 
Already two bands are reported to be out, and 
if such 1s the case the destruction of life and 
property will be great. Eskimizin’s band will 
surely join forces with the San Carlos Apaches 
and make a force of nearly 200 well armed and 
equipped hostiles. No news has been received 
either at Benson or Wilcox. Many do not be- 
lieve that the outbreak is as big as reported, but 
dread any kind of one. Messages have been 
sent in all directions notifying the people to 
gather all stock, and the wildest rumors are in 
circulation, none of which can be traced to a re- 
liable foundation. The people around Florence 
are ina great state of excitement, fearing an 
outbreak there.

GOV. ALGER'S VIEWS. 

CuicaGgo, Sept. 25.—In speaking of po- 
litical matters yesterday Gov. Alger said he be- 
lieved the tide of public sentiment was setting 
so strongly toward Blaine that nothing could 
prevent his nomination for the Presidency by 
the Republicans next year. He thought this 
sentiment was far stronger at the present 


time than it was six months ago, and itappeared 
to him that it was growing stronger every day. 
In speaking af the situation on the Democratic 
side and the almost certainty of Cleveland’s re- 
nomination, he said: ‘*We must not depend 
upon the dissatisfaction so much talked about 
in the Democratic cam as an element 
of strength for the Republican ticket, but get 
out and work just as hard and earnestly for the 
success of our party as if the Democrats were 
united and Socmmanions in every voting 
precinct in the country. The _ folly of 
attaching any importance to the stories 
about dissatisfaction in the ranks of the 
enemy has been demonstrated too often, and 
never more forcibly than during the war. We 
used to hear a good deal) about it then, but I al- 
ways noticed that when we went into battle the 
rebels were in front of us just the same.”

Lockport, N. Y., Sept. 25.—A rather pe- 
culiar suit was decided in the Supreme Court 
here yesterday. Solen 8. Pomeroy, editor of the 
Suspension bridge Journal, sued William P. 
Taylor, a prominent railroad man of Butf- 


falo, to recover $5,000, which he 
claims Taylor owed him. When the Michigan 
Central Road bridged the Niagara River some 
Suspension Bridge gentlemen offered a echar- 
ter to them, which they had _ obtained, 
free, if tuey would build there. The 
company accepted and built the cantl- 
lever bridge. Taylor was then Superin- 
tendent of the road, and told the gentlemen that 
the company did not wish to accept the charter 
free, and wished to pay for it. All waived their 
claims to Pomeroy, who received a check for 
$5,000. Pomeroy claims that Taylor received 
from the company $10,000 to pay for the char- 
ter, and sued fur the remainder. The jury evi- 
dentiy did not think as he did, as they rendered 
a verdict of no cause of action.

BOMB THROWING INDORSED 


A BITTER FIGHT IN THE OEN. 
TRAL LABOR UNION. 
AFTER A LONG DISCUSSION THE MEET 
ING ISSUES AN APPEAL IN BEHAL#, 

OF THE ANARCHISTS. 


During the past week the Socialists were 
boasting that they would get the Central Labor 
Union to adopt resolutions of sympathy with the 
condemned Anarchist murderers of Chicago, and 
tomakeademandforanew trial. They had crawn 
up an appeal to that body and had it signed by 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Americar 
Federation of Trades, and a few other conserv- 
ative workingmen, and had issued strict orders 
toall the Socialist delegates to attend yester 
day’s meeting of the Central Labor Union, in 


order to rush through an indorsement of the 
appeal. 


Johan Most some time ago, in speaking de- 
risively of the Socialists, remarked that all So 
cialists were Anarchists at heart, but that 
avowed Anarchists were not Socialists, but hon- 
estly professed what they believed. Although 
Socialists professed to be opposed to the violent 
methods of Anarchists, yet ever since the riots 
at Chicago and the threatened trouble in this 
city, the Socialists and their organs had never 
ceased to advocate the cause of the Anarchists, 


whom they styled martyrs, and to denounce the 
police, capitalists, and every one else not of 
their creed. Men of the Socialistic Party also 
belonged to the Anarchist rifle companies that 
were drilling #0 as to be ready in case rivts 
broke out. After their expulsion from the 
United Labor Party they organized the Pro. 
gressive Labor Party, which is now laying 
claim to the fifth inspectors of election. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Central Labor 
Union every Socialistic delegate was in his seat, 
and the Socialists also sent William Penn Rogers, 
of the Progressive Labor Party, to throw the 
weight of his influence in favor of the murder- 
ers. He and Richard Hinton sat on the plat- 
form. The Socialists happened to bein the ma- 
oe yesterday, as many of the other delegates 

ad staid away. They succeeded in electing 
Bernard Davis, one of their sympathizers, to the 
chair, while, out of compliment to the anti- 
Socialists, McKim was elected Vice-Chairman. 

The efforts of the Socialists to force the appeal 
upon the Central Union resulted in a bittex 
fight, which was carried on the greater part of 
the day, and drove out of the organization the 
largest and most influential unions. Secretary 
Ernst Bohm took up the appeal, and proceeded 
to read it. It was addressed to the Central 
Labor Union and all workingmen. It said 
that they were aware of the decision rendered 
by the Supreme Court of Illinois confirming 
the verdict of the lower court in the case of the 
Anarchists, and fixing the day of their execa- 
tion for Noy. 11. As men and citizens who stood 
united on the broad platform of human rights 
and equal justice to all, irrespective of politics 
or social opinions, the signers appealed 
to the members of the Central Labor Union to 
do all in their power to protest against the 
decision. Liberty, free speech, and justice im- 
partially and fearlessiy meted out to friend and 
foe were the only safeguards and the primary 
conditions of a peaceabie sociai development in 
this country. However, under the misguiding 
and corrupting infinence of class hatred, those 
men in Chicago had been condemned without 
any evidence as accessories to a crime the prin- 
cipal in which as well as the motives are un- 
known. The execution of this iniquitous sen- 
tence would be a disgrace to the Nation and 
would strengthen the very doctrines it is 
ostensibly directed against. 

The signers urged the members immediately 
to take such steps as may save the country from 
the disgrace of an act that could be cousidered 
in no other light than as a judicial murder, 
prompted by the basest and most un-American 
motives. “This,” the appeal continues, ‘‘is anu 
issue on which all factions of organized labor 
ought to stand united. No political differences 
ought to divide them when the fundamental 
principles of American liberty are at 
stake.” The ap l suggested that a call be 
issued by all the representatives of labor 
organizations of this city for great public demon- 
strations to be held simultaneously m this and 
other cities in the Union on_or wbout Oct. 15. 
The signers were Saninel Gompers, James E. 

uinn, Master Workman of Assembly No. 49; 
Martin C. Hanley, Frank Ferrel!, Edward King, 
E. Glaekin, Henry Emerich, Edward Finkel- 
stone, William O’Reilly, Matthew Barr, Freder- 
ick Haller, George H. McVey, A. G. Johnson, 
Jr., and John J. Junio. 

A Socialist immediately moved to adopt the 
appeal, which he called the resolutions. Isaac 
Wood, who isa candidate of the United Laber 
Party for State Senator from Brooklyn, seconded 
the motion and delivered a speech in favor of 
the condemned men. He began by quoting law 
and declared that thé men ought to have been 
acquitted. W. H. Forney, of the carpenters, 
differed with Wood and believed that proper 
changes could be effected by the baliot. The 
Anarchists had been tried and found guilty. 
They ought to hang. This declaration called 
forth a tremendous round of cheers and hisses 
from conservative workmen and Socialists. 

James A. Crotty, Master Workman of the 
Plumbers’ Assembly, then said that Wood, who 
had quoted so much law, should know that ina 
conspiracy for the destruction of lifeor property 
each conspirator is as guilty as the man who 
threw the bomb and caused death. Those men 
had come over from countries where their lives 
were filled with oppression and brought inborn 
hate along with them to this freeland, Work- 
ingmen ought to oppose every movement seek- 
ing to change their condition by physical force. 
They had the American institution of the ballot, 
whichin time would remedy all their grievances. 

Then George Block, a prominent Socialist and 
leading member of the Progressive Labor Union, 
rose to speak, and ended by committing himself 
as an Anarchist. He declared that the con- 
demned men had fought for the cause of labor 
and of free speech. The morning previous to the 
riot workmen had been shot down at MeCor- 
mick’s factory, whereupon the cowardly work- 
ingmen slunk away into their holes. It was left 
to the brave Anarchists to issue a call for the 
Haymarket meeting. What followed every one 
knew. During the trial not a single proef had 
been brought forward to shew that any one of 
the condemned men had thrown the bomb. He 
dia not know who nad thrown it. Here the 
speaker was interrupted by a Socialist on the 
tioor, who exclaimed: “God bless the hand that 
threw the bomb.” 

“Yes,” continued George Block, “Isay God 
bless the hand that threw the bomb.” 

A wild scene followed this declaration. The 
Socialists applauded again and again until the 
hall resounded with the echo, while the consery- 
ative workmen hissed and cried “Shame!” as 
loud as they could. When order was restored 
Vice-Chairman Joseph McKim, of the carpen- 
ters, jumped up, and ina voice trembling with 
indignation, said that the workingmen in New- 
York contended for free speech and gotit. At 
none of their gatherings was there a man ever 
found with dynamite bombs in his pockets. At 
the meeting ofthe Anarchists in Chicago the 
police had merely commanded them to aisperse. 
Not a blow had been struck by the police when 
the murderous bomb was thrown that killed and 
wounded the oflicers. The speaker hoped the 
Central Labor Union weuld take no action in the 
matter. 

Hugh Whoriskey declared that as Americans 
the workingmen could have no sympathy forthe 
men who came over to destroy and overthrow 
the Constitution for which millions of lives aud 
oceans of blood had been sacriiiced. 

Here a delegate made a point of order that tho 
appeal had not come up in the regular order of 
business and declar it out of order. The 
Chair decided that it was in order,and an appeal 
was taken from his decision. The roli was 
called and the Chair was sustained. At that 
moment Hinton was noticed on the platform, 
and a dozen delegates shouted to him to leave. 
He tried to make a speech, but was choked off 
and forced to retire to the rear of the room. 

When the question of the adoption or the ap- 
pealeame' up Patrick J. Hayburn said that he 
carried dynamite in his pockets when he went 
about the streets. A stone rubber said he did 
not approve of the murders, but thought the 
Anarchists should have a new trial. J. G. Jones 
and others also thought the men should havea 
new trial, although they wanted it distinclly un- 
derstood that they were against anarchy. The 
journeymen brewers, men with Socialistic in- 
stinct, clamored for the appeal, and did not 
want the men to be hanged. A Celegate from 
Cigarmakers’ Union, No. 144, was also in favor 
of the uppeal. ‘ 

Mr. McKim vigorously protested against the 
method of voting by organizations. He had 
been elected Vice-Chairman, but in view of the 
methods adopted he would resign and with: 
draw, and called on the delegates from the 
building trades to follow. They all rose and 
walked out of the hail, and were followed by 
the delegates from the metal business, the 

rinters’ section, half of the food pro- 

ucers’ section, and half of the clothing sec- 
tion. Of the organizations that remained rep- 
resented were the Jewish Choristers’ Union, 
which numbers 15 men; the Peddlers’ 
Union, which is said to number half a dozen, the 
barbers, buttonhoie makers, Insurance League, 
news dealers, and walking stick varnishers and 
makers. When the vote was tinally taken it was 
declarsd carried by a vote of 17 to6, The large 
and influential unions, forming four-fifths of the 
Central Labor Union, had gone away. ; 

It is rumored that these unions intend to reor 
ganize the Central Labor Union.

JIHE REAL THACKERAY. 


4 COLLECTION OF LETTERS OF THACK- 
ERAY. 1847-1855. Portraits and Reproduc- 
tions of Drawings. New-York: CHARLES SCRIB- 
NER’S SONS. 1887. 


The sameness of the faces of women in 
Thackeray’s sketches for Punch and in his 
novels must strike every reader. If any one 
doubted whence he took this round physiog- 
nomy with a-somewhat flattened outline to 
the nose, large eyes, small mouth, and slight- 
ly advancing chin, the publication in Scrib- 
ner’s new monthly of bis letters to Mrs. 
Brooktield settled the matter. She was the 
wife of a friend of his youth, the Rev. Will- 
liam Brookfield, and for her he conceived 
one of those attachments which in a man of 
his explosive nature might have been, under 
ordinary circumstances, most unfortunate. 
Carlyle seems to have divined this trait in 
Thackeray like the wizard be was, and has 
recorded his fears that something terrible 
would happen. The letters to Mrs. Brook- 
field, however, while showing infinite ten- 
derness and love for her, breathe the great- 
est loyalty for her husband and family. If 
the big Englishman was in loye with her in 
any other than the most respectful way 
these letters go to prove that he fought a 
gallant and successful battle against temp- 
tation. Mrs. Brookfield appears to have 
been not so mucha beauty as one of those 
gentle and lovely souls, sympathetic rather 
than intellectual, who please men of brains 
by their restful receptiveness. The world 
owes her gratitude for eliciting these cha rm- 


ing, gay, sad, sportive, and harrowing 
notes, letters, and epistles interlaced with 
pen sketches in Thackeray’s clumsy, 
but jolly, style, and should thank 
her for consenting to make them public. 
Probably Dickens is read more than Thack- 
eray 1n the United States, but it is doubtful 
whether the latter does not go nearer to 
American hearts and'thas not done more than 
any other English writer to form American 
ideas of the well-to-do and upper classes of 
Great Britain. Take, for example, the 
greatest question now before the British 
Empire, the treatment of Ireland. Thack- 
eray at first detested and mocked at the 
Irish, then he grew to like them and_gener- 
ously acknowledged the change in his 
opinions. Yet he wasastill sharper and 
more thorough satirist of his own 
people. Can there be a question that 
Americans have been largely influenced 
by Thackeray’s novels in their estimate 
of the ruling or privileged classes of Great 
Britain, and influenced adversely? And 
must not the opinions thus formed tell 
against those classes whenever the struggle 
for what one part of the empire considers a 
just share of representation reaches a crit- 
ical phase? The English are very much be- 
wildered to find their American friegds 
siding against them on such an issue, and 
fly to the belief that there is some undying 
hatred of a provincial sort which rises to 
overwhelm all the kindliness engendered by 
the closer connections which travel has 
made between the two nations. They do not 
realize how much foreigners who speak 
their own tongue see through the spectacles 
of their own great novelists. 

Thackeray can hardly be counted among 
the writers who do not express themselves 
in their books, yet these letters are neces- 
sarily more the real man than anything he 
wrote for print. They have been edited 
with tact and a scrupulous regard for liy- 
ing people and their feelings, and so present 
a cheerful contrast to Mr. Froude’s conduct 
of the reputation of Carlyle. Names crop 
up constavtly, but little that is malicious 
will be detected. Mrs. Proctor, Jenny 
Lind, Lady Ashburton, Henry Hallam, Sir 
Julius Benedict, Lady Duff Gordon, the 
Rothschilds, Lord and Lady Castlereagh 
are always mentioned in a genial tone. e 
is more caustic about Jules Janin, Lamar- 
tine, Count d’Orsay. The latter he visits at 
Paris in 1850 and writes: 

“Do you see how mad everybody is in the 
world ? orisit not my owninsanity? To-day I 
went to see d’Orsay, who has made a bust of 
Lamartine, who, too, is mad with vanity. He 
has written some verses on his bust, and aska, 
Whois this? Isita warrior? Isita hero? Is 
ita priest? Isitasage? Is ita tribune of the 
people? Is it an Adonis? meaning that he is 
all those things—verses so fatuous and crazy [ 
never saw. ell, d'Orsay says they are the 
finest verses that ever were written and imparts 
to me a translation which Miss Powers has 
made of them, and d’Orsay believes in his 
mad rubbish of a statue which he didn’t make; 
believes in it in the mad way that madman do— 
that it is divine, and that he made it; only as 
you lookin his eyes you see that he doesn’t 
quite believe, and when pressed hesitates, and 
turns away with a howlof rage. d’Orsay has 
fitted himself up a charming atelier, with arms 
and trophies, pictures and looking glasses, the 
tomb of Biessington, the sword and star of Na- 
poleon, and a crucifix over his bed; and here he 
dwells without any doubts or remorses, admir- 
ing himeelf in the most horrible pictures which 
he has painted and the statues which he gets 
done for him.” 


From London he reports meeting ‘‘ Charles 
Villiers, a bitter Voltairean joker, who al- 
Ways surprises one into laughter; Peacock— 
did. you ever read ‘Headlong Hall’ and 
‘Maid Marian ?—a charming lyrical poet 
and Horatian satirist he was when a 
writer; now he is a white-headed org f old 
worldling and Secretary to the Bast India 
House, full of information about India and 
everything else in the world.” He has one 
cold remark and one jeer about Macaulay. 
Paris, 1849: ‘‘I am afraid I disgusted 
Macaulay yesterday at dinner at Sir 
George Napier’s. We were told _ that 
an American lady was coming in the 
evening, whose great desire in_ life 
was to meet the author of ‘ Vanity 
Fair and the author of the ‘Lays 
of A. Rome,’ sol proposed to Macaulay to 
enact me, and to let me take his character. 
But he said solemnly that he did not ap- 

rove of practical jokes, and so this sport 
hid not come to pass.” As to the author of 
“Philip van Artevelde,” hesays: “I like 
Taylor, whose grandeur wears off in ten 
minutes, and in whom one perceives an ex- 
tremely gentle and loving human creature, 
I think—not a man to be intimate with 
ever, but_ to admire and like from a dis- 
tance, and to have a sort of artistical good- 
will too.” Considering what Thackeray 

rinted of Jules Janin in his thoroughly 
British and contemptuous-of-all-foreigners 
epoch, this glimpse of him at Paris in 1549 
is curious: 

“To-day was Jules Janin—whose books you 
never read, nor do I suppose you could very 
well. He is the critic of the Journal des Débats, 
and has made his weekly feuilleton famous 
throughout Europe. He does not know a word 
of English but he translated Sterne and I think 
‘Clarissa Harlewe.’ One week, having no 
theatres to describe in his feuilleton, or no other 
subject handy, he described his own marriage, 
which took place in fact that week, and abse- 
lutely made a present of his sensations to all the 
European public. He has the most wonderful 
verve, humor, oddity, honesty, bonhomie. He 
was ill with the gout, or recovering perhaps, 
but bounced about the room gesticulating, jok- 
ing, gasconading, quoting Latin, pulling out his 
books, which are very handsome, and tossing 
about his curling brown hair—a magnificent 
jolly, intelligent face such ag would suit Pan, t 
should think, a flood of humorous, rich, jovial 
talk. And nowI have described this, how are 

ou to have the least idea of him; I dare say it 
8s not a bit like him.” 

Allusions, and generous allusions, to Dick- 
ens will be found here and there, together 
with indications that he felt keenly the 
rivalship, and that it spurred him to better 
work. In July, 1850, he notes: ‘‘ Dined 
with old Miss inves ; Lord Brougham there ; 
enormously good fun, boiling over with 
humor and mischief; the best and wicked- 
est old fellow ’ve met, I think.” The let- 
ters from America are satisfactory in tone, 
but disappointing in quantity, mostly gen- 
eralizations.and with few mentions of names 
or of persons recognizable. 

Feb. 7, 1853, be sums up his impressions 
off-hand: ‘‘ Now I have seen three great 
cities—Boston, New-York, and Philadelphia, 
I think Ilike them all mighty well; they 
seem to me not so civilized as our London, 
but more so than Manchester and Liver- 
pool. At Boston is a very good literate com- 
pany indeed; it is like Edinburgh for that 
—a vast amount of toryism and donnishness 
everywhere, That of New-York the simplest 
anit tease pretentious; it suffices that a man 
should keep a fine house, give parties, and 
have a daughter to gét all the world to him. 
And what struck me, that whereas on my 
first arrival | was annoyed at the uncom- 
mon splendatiousness, * * * after a 
while you get accustomed to the splendor 
of the dresses and think them right and 
proper.” j 

The sketches are not the least amusing 
part of the volume. ‘Thackeray had a pas- 
sion for drawing himself, and for Mrs. 
Brookfield he loved not only to make 
sketches of his own tall figure, but to pour 
out his bitterness of soul, music, and 
heart warmth, as the mood occurred. 
Judged by these letters he was a most un- 


happy man and miserablest when at_the | 


zenith of his fame. Miss Perry has added 
some capital letters which were addressed 


to her, and writes a postscript which shows | 


Thackeray’s generous nature, relieving 

stealthily the wants of an unfortunate 

author. The publication of these letters 

may be called the most important ‘ literary 

event” of the season.

VHEISM VERSUS ATHEISM. 

PHILOSOPHY OF THEISM. By Borpey_ P. 

BOwWNE, Professor of Philosophy in Boston Uni- 
versity, autborot “Introduction to Psycholog- 
ical Theory,” &c. New-York; HARPER & 
BROTHERS. 1887. 

Some months ago the attention of readers 
was called toa volume by Prof. Bowne on 
psychology. It was a work of merit, com- 
ing from aman whois no novice in the de- 
partment of mental science, and we are 
glad to say that the present volume fully 
sustains the claims of the author to be heard 
on a kindred topic. Prof. Bowne’s style is 
clear and incisive, and quite frequently he 
illustrates the matter in hand by touches of 
dry humor and thrusts of sarcasm, which, 
if they be not argument, ofttimes are more 
effective than a complete syllogism. In the 
old-fashioned way he begins with a 
preface, in which he says that he has 
“sought to give an outline of the 
essential argument for theism, which 
might serye as a text for teachers, and 
as a somewhat critical survey of the subject 
for other readers.” Next follows an intro- 
duction, discussing the source, the history, 
and chiefly the grounds of religion. Of this 
last he says: “ We set aside all inquiry into 
the origin and development of retigious 
ideas, and inquire rather whether they 
have any rational warrant. now that they 
arehere. We take, then, what we may call 
the theistic consciousness of the race as the 
text for a critical exegesis with the aim of 
fixing its content a pueloeenee worth. 
We do not aim at a philosophical deduction 
or speculative construction or religion, nor 
yet ata genetic unfolding of religion; we 
aim only to analyze and understand 
the data of the religious conscious- 
ness.” The introduction (covering 40 
pages) is not only well worth careful 
reading, but isin fact essential to thereader’s 
comprehension and appreciation of Prof. 
Bowne’s object and method. In his first 
chapter he seeks to point out “the unity of 
the world-ground,” (meaning by thisexpres- 
sion ‘‘the ground of all reality.”) Frankly 
a Po ge the insufficiency of the ontolog- 
ival and teleological or design argument, he 
regards it as better every way, instead of 
trying to establish the full religious concep- 
tion of God at once, to be content with 
showing that the fundamental realit y or 
the world-ground, must be one and not 
many. Next, the author treats of this world- 

round as intelligent, averring that “the 

irect argument for the intelligence of the 
world-ground is conclusive,” as personal, 
and as having metaphysical attributes, that 
is, being omniscient, omnipotent, omnipres- 
ent, eternal in his nature and existence. 

We need not enlarge upon the latter por- 
tion of the volume, in which Prof. Bowne 
discourses of God and the world, or all 
finite existence, and gives the theistic and 
pantheistic views on the subject. Two fur- 
ther chapters bring the volume to a close. 
The one reiates to the religious conception 
of God as the fountain of all goodness and 
the ideal after which a man necessarily 
strives. The other, on theism and life, 
treats of the practical argument for the 
divine existence, in which is shown the 
folly of atheism in attempting to construct 
asystem of ethics, and the fact that theistic 
faith is such an hag gag of our moral 
nature and practical life that atheism tends 
to wreck both life and conscience. In 
conclusion Prof. Bowne well says: ‘Of 
ali the ideals that rule our life 
theism is the sum and source. The cogni- 
tive ideal of the universe, as a manifesta- 
tion of the Supreme Righteousness, leads to 
theism. The practical ideal of a ‘ far-off 
divine event to which the whole creation 
moyes’ leads to theism. In short, while 
theism is demonstrated by nothing, it is im- 
plicit in everything. It cannot be proved 
without begging the question, or denied 
without ending in absurdity. iets eee es 
problem of knowledge is a real one, and one 
which cannot be finaliy settled by the crude 
assumptions of spontaneous thought. Least 
of allcan we hope to advance philosophy 
4 the method current in many quarters, 
the method of speculative suicide.” 

The book is printed in large, clear type, 
and moves right on, from the beginning, 
without the usual accompaniment of notes, 
references to authorities, appendix, &c.

—The Girls’ Book of Famous Queens. By 
India Hoyt Farmer. New-York: Thomas Y. 
Crowell ¢ Co.—The author presents the lives 
of famous Queens from Semiramis to Vic- 
toria, with their proper historical settings. 
Mary Queen of Scots is a subject of interest 
to-day, and a collection of relics, objects 
once belonging to that unfortunate woman, 
are now on exhibition in England. Strange 
to say, there appears some difficulty as to 
determining whether Mary was really good- 
looking or not. History is not always just; 
it is even:partial, and Mary’s portrait varies 
as Protestantism or Catholicism holds the 
brush. Mrs. Farmer’s book will give young 
readers a very good idea of the remarkable 
women who wielded the sceptre in the past. 
The illustrations are numerous, but whether 
Rembrandt lived when Theresa sought 
Kaunitz’s advice over the council table is 
questionable. Mrs. Farmer does not make 
any mistake of that kind, but there is a pic- 
ture of the Empress and the Prince under 
such conditions. 


—The Broken Vow. A Story of Here and 
Hereafter. By W. J. Knox Little. New- 
York: E. § J. B. Young & Co.—The Canon 
Residentary of Worcester has written the 
most elaborate of ghost stories. ‘The 
Brokeu Vow” isnot one of those haphaz- 
zard, inspired things that makes you creep 
allof a sudden.

—Physical Geography. Prepared on a new 
and original plan. Illustrated with engravings, 
diagrams, and maps in colors. New-York: 
D. Appleton &§ Co.—For excellence of text 
and illustration we know of no elementary 
work on this special subject better fitted 
for imparting instruction than this physical 
geography. In the making of it may be 
found that later idea that a good book is not 


always due toa single mind, but is best when 
made up by the contributions of many. 
There are special subjects to be treated in a 
work of this character, and not less than 
ten authorities, ranking among the most 
proficient in the United States, have treated 
those topics they are most familiar with. 
We have, then, chapters written by Profs. 
Quackenbos, Newberry, Hitcheock, Le 
Conte Stevens, and Messrs. Gannett, Dall, 
Meriam, Britton, Kunz, and Lieut. Stoney. 
It being assumed that the student has al- 
ready acquired a knowledge of mathematical 
and political geography, then he should 
acquaint himself with geology, physics, 
botany, zoology, and mineralogy. This 
work is fitted tor an introduction to these 
various subjects. Nothing which is useful 
seems to have been overlooked. It is re- 
markable, too, for the excellence of its maps 
and diagrams, such as those showing the 
isogonic and isoclinal lines, the continental 
drainage and ocean currents, the co-tidal 
lines, the wind zones and periodic rains, 
with the distribution of metal and precious 
stones, with the physical features of the 
United States and other countries. The 
illustrations, beautifully executed, are not 
show prints, but all accurate and careful 
drawings, which are the best helps to in- 
struction. If that dense cloud ignorance 
often complained about (not so much in 
regard to pupils, but directed toward teach- 
ers) is ever to be dissipated it will be due to 
instructors devoting their time to the un- 
derstanding of a book of this precise char- 
acter. Reviewers devote a great deal of 
space to criticisms on works of history and 
fiction, and generally pass over school books 
in a perfunctory manner. Who is it that, 
arriving at a mature age, does not remem- 
ber the difficulties of his younger 
days? There were subjects to be mas- 
tered, by no means easy ones rendered 
doubly difficult by the stupid and unat- 
tractive character of the text books, Many 
a man to-day ae accomplished lives in 
utter ignorance of the simplest natural phe- 
nomena which surround him. He knows 
that they exist, but can give no reasons for 
them. As oftenasnotthis want of acquaint- 
ance arises not from indifference or scant 
capacity, but because his teachers were 
ignorant or superficial, and the books 
iven him were dull and_ unintel- 
igible. Such shortcomings on_ the 
part of_ instructors ought not to be 
permitted to-day. It is, however, an indis- 
putable fact that many teachers in public 
schools, now past middle life, have still but 
the barest smatter of such subjects as phys- 
ical geography. It is quite as much tor 
adult ignorants as for the younger students 
that this atlas has been written, and the 
place for it is not alone in the schoolboy’s or 
schoolgirl’s collection, but it should find a 
lace for consultation, study, and reference 
in many book cases.

—The editors of the American Naturalist 
take the press of this city sharply to task 
for neglecting to give proper attention to 
American scientists and science during the 
recent gathering of the association. 


—Edward Irenseus Stevenson, of the Jn-

“When I was on the farfn in New-Hampshire, 
and quite young, an old friend who was visiting 
the meetings came to stay one night. After sup- 
per he said to me, ‘John, lad, I’ve something for 
thee,’ and then brought out of his saddlebags 
two little volumes, which turned out to be 
Burnes’s poems. ‘I think thee’lllike the book,’ 
he added. I had never read any poetry before 
except Friends’ poetry, and thee’ll know what 
that be! I began to read Burns, and was lost in 
wonder. Itseemedasif the sky had lifted and 
the world widened, and I saw mankind outside 
the narrow bounds of the Friends. I[ read 
on till mother came Gown and told me to get to 
bed. Next day when the gray light was dawn- 
ing I crept down and got the volumes and read 
as long as I could. The old friend came and said: 
‘Thee seems to like it; I’m going further on, and 
I'll leave it till [come back. That was the first 
revelation to me of what poetry may pe and do. 
A good many folk find fault with Burns. They 
say that his poetry is impure. Does thee believe 
me when I tell thee that I have not detected the 
least impurity init? His genius isso great and 
noble that if there be blots they are so little that 
I don’t see them.” 


—Prof. Joseph Leconte gives a brief expo- 
sition of the meaning ot evolution nowadays 
in the October Popular Science Monthly. 


—*The Graysons. A Story of Illinois,” is 
a novel by Edward Eggleston which will 
appear in the Century.

Mr. Kennan 
went to Siberia many years ago when a 
telegraph was to be laid across the country 
and then began his study of the language. 
He was afterward in New-York and Wash- 
ington. Tne excellent opinion he formed 
of Russians on his first trip gave him great 
facilities; it remains to be seen whether a 
careful study of Siberia has horne him out 
in that view, or whether he has been forced 
to change his note.

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THE MELOGRAPH. 
From the London Daily News. 
According to a French musical paper, a 
dumb automatic recorder of musical sounds has 
just been invented, and the “ melograph,” as the 
ingenious contrivance is to be called, can be af- 
fixed without trouble and at little cost to any 
piano. More discreet than the microphone, 


which can be made to blurt out the sounds it 
has registered, the melograph merely preserves 
them in printed form, jotting them down, note 
by note, (after the method of the Morse tel- 
egraph apparatus,) on a continuous scroll of 
paper. It 1s difficult to understand how in any 
positive manner the melograph can be turned to 
useful account; though, negatively, it may do 
some little good by proving to rash improvisers 
that their improvisations will not bear examina- 
tion. It will probably be much in favor with 
the less educated kind of amateurs, who believe 
they can compose and know that they cannot 
write down the passages of imperfect reminis- 
cences, which, as they present themselves less 
to their mind than to their fingers, they regard 
as independent creations.

SOMETHING ABOUT BEER. 
To the Editor of the New-York Tvmes: 

I see it stated by the Washington correspond- 
ents of several papers that it is the intention of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to have the beer 
retailed throughout the country analyzed. If this 
analysis be directed to the substances used in flavor- 
ing beer in lieu of hops, welland good. But if the 
Commissioner thinks he can find out what beer is 
made from after it is made he is certainly on a wild- 
goose chase. Ispeakon the authority of the Gov- 


ernment chemists at Somerset Houso, backed by 
chemists of the standing of Sir Henry Roscoe, :mem- 
ber of Parliament; Mr. Alfred Gordon Salamon, and 
others, when I say that after fermentation has 
taken place it is impossible to tell whether beer has 
been made from malt, rice, glucose, sugar, 
or any other material. This 1s so well un- 
derstood in England that there have been two 
bills}before Parliament, both this year and last year, 
providing that every retailer shall place on the 
vessel from which the beer is drawn and in sight of 
the customer a legible notice stating what the beer 
is madefrom. This the Government, onthe author- 
ity of their chemists object toas the Treasury says 
it will be impossible by analysis to prove the 
falsity of any statement. In England a brewer can 
use what he chooses,under the inspection of revenue 
officers, and he must @eclare every single thing he 
uts into the mash ton under heavy penalties, but, 
tf he declares, he can use glucose or sugar or malt. 
And many of the chemists say that the 
lucose or the sugar makes beer that is 
foes intoxicating, and that keeps better than 
the beer made from inferior kinds of malt, 
while it is sooner ready for consumption. There 
is a great tendency in agian’ since the new beer 
law, popularly called ‘“ Gladstone’s free mash ton. 
toward the lighter kinds of. beer, analogous to lager 
beer. Andthecryfor “malt only” in England is 
almost purely a farmers’ cry, got up to increase the 
rice of barloy. If the Commissioner of Internal 
tevenue wants to get at the facts of the case as as- 
certained in England, international courtesy will 
provide him with the information on application 
through the American Minister or the British Min- 
ister at Washington to the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment, Somerset House, London. W. & Cc. W. 


GOSSIP FROM THE ISI1HMUS. 


NEW POLICE, A NEW WATER SUPPLY, 
AND SILVER FROM A VOLCANO. 

PANAMA, Sept. 16.—The canal has at- 
tracted such a variety of characters to the isth- 
mus, not only in the shape of laborers, but 
especially of adventurers, that, even without its 
previous highly mixed and cosmopolitan com- 
position, this part of Colombia--no more called 
the United States of Colombia, (Estados Unidos 
de Colombia,) but the Republic of Colombia, 
(Republica de Colombia)—would havé merited a 
reputation for lawlessness more than is in reali- 
ty the case but for the improved police force. 
This improvement was the werk of an importa- 
tion from the police force of New-York, 
Mr. Moret, who, however, did not 
continue long in the service of Panama. But 
the force is managed on the general lines laid 
down by him, and isconsoquently more entitled 
to respect than formerly, though the standard 
fixed by Mr. Moret is far from maintained. The 
men are slovenly though uniformly dressed, snd 
almost without exception are small and under- 
sized, and not only in body but mind aleo. They 
are not, however, aa inadequate to preserve tho 
peace as would at first appear, though it can 
hardly be said that they protect property well, 
to judge from the numerous depredations that 


have been committed of late, Private houses 
have been entered day as well as night and per- 
sonal effects stolen, while bolder attempta 
have been made on some of the largest 
stores in the city. The frequency of 
these robberies is held to be caused b 
the dullness of the times, but if the trut 
could be gotten at it would most likely be found 
to be the not uncommon result of losses at 
gambling and the subsequent yearning for more 
funds wherewith to further indulge the un- 
conquerable passion or regain what has been 
lost on the gaming table. It is none the less 
truce, however, that Panama is passing through 
a period of dullness which causes many to shake 
their heads in the manner and to speak in the 
tones peculiar to those who have known better 
times and long for their recurrence. Such can 
be the case only in the event of the completion 
of the canal, but many have wearied in waitin 
for that doubtful day,as the active deman 
which the auctioneer’s hammer has lately en- 
joyed may in some sense be taken as an indi- 
cation. 

The water supply of the city, or rather the 
need of the establishment of an efficient supply, 
is as fruitful a subject for the perees of the isth- 
mus to-day as ithas beenin the past. Indeed, 
the arguments used 20 and 30 yearsago are 
again being brought forward. The establish- 
ment of water works by means of which the peo- 
Se could be supplied with pure water is un- 

oubtedly the great desideratum of the city, as 
the quality of the water now brought on the 
backs of mules from the mountains and 
doled out by the aquadores at 10 cents 
for three buckets, holding each about a gallon 
and @ half, is bad beyond all description. 
it is half dirt and half water, and those who use 
itfor drinking purposes are obliged to filter it 
many times before it even gets the appearance 
of being drinkable. [ doubt if any or all to- 
gether of the multitudinous systems of filtration 
one sees advertised so much nowadays could 
cleanse it of half its impurities. It undoubtedly 
plays no unimportant part in the unhealthful- 
ness of the city. There have been many com- 
panies organized for the purpose of supplying 
the city with good and abundant water, Boe for 
reasons not obtainable, and not tenable, I be- 
lieve, the Government, both local and central, has 
hitherto effectively placed hindrances in their 
way. Tho existing company now striving for the 
privilege contains names that should of them- 
selves alone be sufficient guarantee fer its 
promises. The Presidentis M. Luis de Bigot, a 
staff Colonel and officer of the Legion of Honor, 
Paris. Lieut. Lucien Napoleon Bonaparte Wyse, 
the author of *‘ Le Canal de Panama,” is in the 
company, as are other distinguished Frenchmen 
—merchants and bankers of Paris. Panama is 
represented in the company by Henry Ehrman, 
banker; Piza, Lindo & Co., Obarrio & Co., 
Arosemena Hermanos, and other equally promi- 
nent merehants. MM. Gaget, Gauthier et Cie, 
of Paris, have drawn up the plans of the works, 
and would receive the contract for furnishing 
the necessary material. The likelihood is that 
this company will receive the contract at no 
distant date, but the prediction is hazardous in 
view of the Government’s policy hitherto in 
regard to the matter. 

During one of Cotopaxi’s (Bahia) recent erup- 
tions the town of Bahia de Caraquez, in Ecuador, 
situated on the Pacifie coast, about 120 miles 
from the volcano, was literally covered with 
ashes. The fall was so thick that much logs re- 
sulted to animal and vegetable life alike. Mr. 
Julio R. Santos, a native of Ecuador, but a 
naturalized citizen of the United States, in 
which country he received his education as an 
engineer and subsequently taught chemistry in 
the University of Virginia, his Alma Mater, col- 
lected some of the ashes that fell on his house 
and analyzed them. Finding the presence of 
silver, but not having the means of carrying the 
investigation toa definite end, he shipped sev- 
eral jars of the ashesto Prof. Mailet, whose ex- 
periments have proved that there is silver in 
the matter ejected from this volcano. 


THE PROSPEROUS SOU1H. 


THREE MONTHS OF INDUSTRIAL PROG- 
RESS. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 25.—The 
Tradesman, in its quarterly review of the South- 
ern industrial situation, says: 


“The past three months, although the embarrags- 
ing midsummer period, shows no cessation in the 
wonderful industrial development in all sections of 
the South. While speculation has been restricted, 
the material growth has correspondingly in- 
creased, and reports to the Zradesman from the 
commercial and industrial centres of the South 
vetoken a most gratifying comdition of affairs. 
Crops everywhere in the South are about 
the average, and the general volume of 
business is increased. Up toa fortnightago money 
was easy, and while collections are somewhat slower 
now, the movement of crops will improve the finan- 
cial situation. The industrial situation is very 
activé and manufacturers are crowded with orders 
and the largest iron works are running on double 
time. Railroad building is in active progress in 
many of the Southern States and the rolling mills in 
Chattanooga and Birmingham have orders for 
months ahead. 

Returns from the Southern cotton mills show an 
important improvement, the consumption of cotton 
having increased over 20,000 bales in the last 12 
months, or nearly 549 percent. The total number 
of mills up to Sept.:1, 1887, was 249; number of 
spindles, 1,213,346; number of looms, 27,963; cot- 
ton consumed per year, 401,452 bales. New com. 
panies are being rapidly formed. Inthe past three 
months 32 new factories have been. organized, di- 
vided as follows: Alabama, 3: Arkansas, 1; Georgia, 
2; Louisiana, 2: North Carolina, 12; South Caro- 
lina, 3; Tennessee, 2; Texas, 7. 

Southern iron masters have been greatly per- 

lexed over the scarcity of coke, but this problem is 
yeing solved by important developments in this 
branch. Inthe past three months 12 coke com- 
panies have been formed—4 in Alabama, 4 in Ten- 
heasee, 2 in Virginia, and 2 in West Virginia, and 
many others are in process of formation. Work is 
rapidly progressing on the new blast furnaces in 
process of erectionin the South. In the past quar- 
ter 11 new furnace companies were organized—6 in 
Georgia, 8 in arg dm 1 in Tennessee, 1 in Vir- 
ginia, and 1 in West Virginia. 

One of the features inthe past quarter has been 
the remarkable development in gold and silver min- 
ing. Much attention is being paid to this industry 
and vastly improved methods of mining are being 
adopted. In the past three months 15 smelting 
works have been erected in Arkansas and 31 mining 
and quarrying companied formed. 

In all the Southern States much capital is being 
expended in the search for natural gas. None has 
been found in paying ——_, but prospectors are 
greatly encouraged. In the past quarter 31 natural 
gas and oil companies have been 
Alabama 3, Arkansas 3, Kentucky 9, Tennes- 
see, 8 Texas 6, Virginia 3. n the ast 
quarter 83 woodworking establishments have been 
tormed in the South, exclusive of saw mills—in Ala- 
bama 22, Arkansas i0, Florida 1, Georgia 10, Ken- 
tuchy 4, Louisiana 13, Mississippi 3, North Caro. 
lina Ys, South Carolina 1, Tennessee 9, Texas 1, 
Virginia 3, and West Virginia 3. Eighty-seven rail- 
road companies have been incorporated, of which 
Alabama has 9, Arkansas 12, Florida 6, Georgia 21, 
Kentucky 4, Louisiana 2, Mississip i 2, North Caro- 
lina 6, South Carolina 1, Tennessee 10, Texas 7, Vir- 
ginia 3, and West Virginia 5. 

Among the general companies formed in the past 
quarter are 20 brick works, 26 electric light works, 
31 street railway companies, and 29 foundry and 
machine shops. They are pretty ren divided 
among all the States. Five glass factories have been 
organized—2 in Alabama, 2 in Texas, and 1 in Geor- 


formed—in 


- gia. A great variety of other industries have been 


formed, among them 48 flour and grist mills, of 
which 14 were in North Carolinaand 11 in Texas; 
steel works, 1; saw mills, 91; water works compa- 
nies, 29; coal and ore mines and quarries, 133; mis- 
cellaneous, including land and development compa- 
nies and minor industries, 133.

AN OPINION FROM SCOTLAND. 
From the Glasgow Herald. 

Mr. Gladstone has acted wisely in declin- 
ing to accept the invitation of the Constitu- 
tional Centennial Commission. It 13 true that 
he has in his day described the Federal Con- 
stitution of the United States, framed and pro- 


mulgated in 1787, as “the most wonderful 
work ever struck off at a given time by the 
brain and purpose of man,” and that in his 
letter which has just been published he de- 
scribes the period that has elapsed between 
then and now as “a century of national ad- 
vancement without a parallel in history.” But 
it is quite possible to admire the fram- 
ing of a Constitution as a feat of polit- 
ical or intellectual skill without identi- 
fying one’s self with it. Had Mr. Glad- 
stone, however, gone to Pniladelphia and 
taken part in a centennial celebration which, 
according to the officials of the commission them- 
selvea, is to be attended with military and in- 
dustrial displays and other suitable ceremonies, 
including,it would seem, “acommemorative poem 
by a national poet,” he could hardly have failed 
to give countenance to the idea that he approved 
of the foundation of the American Republic. 
Yet Mr. Gladstone is not a republican, but a 
monarchical statesmen, and one who, only the 
other day, sang very loudly the praises of the 
present monarchy. He would be singularly out 
of place, therefore, in celebrating the praises of 
the American Constitution, which, when all is | 
said and done, is—in the matter of essential 
principle—fundamentally differert from our own. |

ASAE PRA ALT BIO TOE BTN I 

The recent bluster of the Randall organs 
about a letter said to have been written to 
Mr. Fox, Superintendent of the Philadel- 
phia Mint, by the President, has not much 
foundation, according to our dispatches 
from Washington this morning. The whole 
basis of it is apparently the transmission to 
Mr. Fox of a letter written to the President 
touching the conduct of the Randall men in 
the Mint. Whatever that letter may have 
containedit had no effect. Randall’s menin 
the Mint went to the Allentown Convention 
and acted as if no order had ever been 
issned by the President touching interfer- 
ence in partisan politics. Nor, as yet, is 
there any sign that these and many other 
Federal employés were not entirely justified 
in construing that order in a Pickwickian 
sense. No one has suffered from disobeying 
it, and no “complaints” have been present- 
ed against those who have disobeyed it. 





The Financial Chronicle, in a very temper- 

ate and careful review of “ The Treasury 
and the Money Market,” indorses our view 
that there are limitations to the effect of 
bond purchases which it is beyond the 
power of the Government to remove. It 
points out certain facts “ sufficient to show 
that we have been going a little too fast, 
and that a cure cannot be effected by cur- 
rency inflation.” Itadds: ‘‘ Evenif the Treas- 
ary should unlock the Government vaults 
and let out its entire holdings, trust funds 
and all, itcould not bring confidencein values 
back where value does not exist.” This is 
a view that cannot commend itself to those 
who have extensive interests in bringing 
“‘confidence in values back where value does 
not exist.” But, though it may be a nar- 
row and old-fashioned view, it has the merit 
of being based on facts, and if it be not wel- 
come to either speculators or their organs 
itis avery safe view for honest and pru- 
fent business men. 








An attack upon the legality of the so- 
called Trust monopolies cannot long be de- 
layed. There are indications that the ques- 
tion will be taken into court by the people 
of Chicago. The proceedings in the case of 
the people against the Cotton Oil Trust in 
Louisiana have thus far yielded nothing be- 
yond the sound and encouraging decision of 
Judge Houston, who held that the Trust 
might be enjoined from acting as a corpora- 
tion and selling securities. In Chicago the 
contest is wholly a local one. All of the 
city gas companies have been absorbed by 
a Trust, although they retain their separate 
organizations and offices. Unless the people 
shall break down this mysterious and 
irresponsible monopoly they will be at its 
mercy. There seems to be sufficient ground 
for attack in the fact that two of the com- 
panies are restrained by their charters from. 
consolidating with any other company, but 
it seems to us that the people might proceed 
against the Trust upon the ground that the 
franchises of the several companies have 
been usurped by it, and that the powers 
granted by the charter should be recalled 
because they are exercised not by the com- 

panies and under the laws of competition 
but by a mysterious monopoly to which 
they have been secretly transferred. A 
~vigorous and successful attack upon the 

Chicago Gas Trust would clear.the way for 

the overthrow of other organizations of the 

game kind.

LAREN NPS KTR EES BE TNE IES 





It is understood that Gen. BrenéT in his 
annual report as Chief of Ordnance of the 
army will make no recommendation in 
favor of the adoption at present of a maga- 
zine gun in our service. This may seem 
strange in view of the hot haste with 
which Germany, France, Austria, Italy, and 
not a few other European powers have been 
securing supplies of repeating rifles. Even 
England, although she has lately been 
spending so much labor on improving her 
single-loader, is now in pursuit of a maga- 
zine gun. Gen. BENET’s position is under- 
stood to be that, since a test of certain 
magazine guns was given by selected de- 
tachments of troops of the regular army a 
couple of years ago, and the result was not 
entirely favorable to them, he is justified in 
waiting until he is assured of decided im- 
provements having been made since that 
time before trying a new series of experi- 
ments.. There are indications, however, 
that this important subject will not be 
wholly neglected. It is known that a speci- 
men of at least one foreign magazine arm, 
the one adopted by the Swiss, is to be re- 
ceived by the Government, and the chances 
are that its trial would reopen the whole 
question of finding some suitable magazine 
rifle for the army. It would be strange in- 
deed if, with American ingenuity and skill 
in the fabrication of small arms famous the 
world over, they should not be found capa- 
ble of furnishing an effective magazine gun 
to our own troops. The probability is that 
our military establishment will before long 
be in line with the European practice in 
this particular, and also that an American 
repeating rifle will be the one supplied to 
the army. 








A rather curious experiment was tried at 
Evansville, Ind., on Friday, in the shape of 
asham battle in which Confederate and 
Union veterans took sides. The mock en- 
gagement seems to have gone off very satis- 
factorily, with only friendly feelings, and 
without any repetition of that unfortunate 
experience in. a Pennsylvania simulated 
combat last year, where the troops that 
should have been defeated, according ‘to 
the programme, resolutely refused to be 
whipped. The gathering at Evansville is 
described as having been a reunion of the 
blue and the gray; and the probability is 
that hereafter in those States or parts of 
States which are near the border line of the 
old hostilities such reunions with joint 
parades and reviews, and now and then a 
sham fight, will be of frequent occurrence. 





THE ANTI-CLEVELAND DEMOCRATS. 


The opponents within his own party of 
Mr. CLEVELAND do not hesitate to say that 
they intend to make a ‘‘demonstration” 
against him and his policy at the State 
Convention this week. Their chief ob- 
jective point will be the State Committee 
for the coming year, on which they declare 
that they will put as many members as 
they can hostile tohim. But they will not 
confine their tactics to carrying this par- 
ticular point. They will endeavor to keep 
out of the resolutions of the convention all 
definite indorsement of the policy they de- 
clare to be that of Mr. CLEVELAND, 
to put into them as much as they can that is 
inconsistent with his policy, and to get into 
the speeches as many phrases as possible to 
appeal to the partisan love of spoils and to 
reflect upon the President’s course in dis- 
tributing the offices. The result will be 
watched with interest, for it will throw 
much light on the temper and tendency of 
the Democratic Party in New-York. It will 
especially show how far Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
intimate political friends in his own State 
are prepared to goin claiming support for 
him from his party on the ground where he 
is really strongest with the people and for 
merits that are most distinctively his own. 

It is plain, from the tone of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s opponents, that his friends will be 
called upon to face, not only anopen hostili- 
ty, which it will be relatively easy for them 
to meet, but an insidious attempt to dis- 
credit the President by committing them to 
declarations that either conflict with his 
tdeas or that fail to express them fairly. 
The efforts of the anti-Cleveland faction 
will be especially directed to the policy 
with which the President has identified him- 
self as to the reform of the revenue and the 
reform of the civil service. On the former 
voint advantage will be taken of the recent 
excitement in the mohey market and of the 
uneasiness that still exists as to the effect 
of the action of the Treasury upon the busi- 
ness interests of the country. It would be 

a distinct gain for the opponents of the Ad- 

ministration if they could direct the ex- 

pressions of the convention away from the 
only radical and permanent remedy for 

Treasury interference with the business of 

the country, the substantial reduction of 

the revenue, and concentrate attention 
upon some makeshift such as the “relief” 
of the money market by liberal bond pur- 
chases. This would be a gain for them in 
two ways; it would strengthen the Randall 
faction, whose sole purpose is to resist rey- 
enue reform in every. shape, and it would 
throw on the Administration a responsibili- 
ty for the condition of business that does 
not belong fairly to it, and that it is impos- 
sible for it to meet satisfactorily. It would 

be a gain for them also in that it would di- 

minish the real difference between the two 

great parties, and tend to deprive the Ad- 
ministration of any sound distinctive claim 
to the confidence of men of sense and prac- 
tical judgment. 

As to civil service reform, it is obviously 
to the interest of the anti-Cleveland men to 
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belittle and misrepresent the purpose of 
the Administration as much as they can. ° 
They know that in the treatment of the 
civil service in this State the Administra- 
tion has given very strong proof of its de- 
votion to a clear, high, and definite prin- 
ciple of reform. They knéw that if the 
party in its State Convention gives a fair 
and express approval to that principle, it 
will be a source of strength to Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. They are not likely to undertake 
any condemnation direct or explicit of that 
principle, for on such an issue they would 
be surely beaten; but they certainly will, if 
they can, commit the convention to a 
compromising and equivocal declaration 
on this matter. And that would be a 
clear advantage to them, because it 
would tend to weaken confidence in 
the Administration among the very men 
who gave him his election in this State 
three years ago. To yield to any such tac- 
tics as these would show! weakness on the 
part of the friends of Mr. CLEVELAND. It 
would not gain thema single vote from the 
spoils faction, which will take Mr. CLEyE- 
LAND only because it is forced to do so, and 
it would throw away strength that belongs 
to the President in his own right, and 
which no other candidate has orcould have. 
And it is reasonably clear from the manner 
in which the anti-Cleveland men are con- 
ducting themselves that they are desper- 
ate, and that they will yield only to a firm, 
courageous policy. To this they would 
yield, for they have no alternative. 








A PRACTICAL MAN. 

The July number of the North American 
Review contained an interesting and forci- 
ble article under the title ‘‘Land Steal- 
ing in New-Mexico,” written by GEORGE 
W. JULIAN, the present Surveyor-General 
of the Territory. In the course of his re- 
marks, Mr. JuLIAN found it necessary to 
refer to ex-Senator STEPHEN W. DoRsEY, 
who has acquired large quantities of land 
in New-Mexico, and in the Review for Octo- 
ber, of whichthe advance sheetsare at hand, 
Mr. DorsEy replies in an article of thir- 
teen pages. ‘Practical men of affairs,” says 
the ex-Senator, “look at things as they 
find them.” Naturally he is dissatisfied 
with Surveyor-General JULIAN’s statements 
and opinions, and regards him as an im- 
practicable theorist. When the ex-Sena- 
tor’s domains in the Territory covered an 
area ninety miles long and fifty miles wide, 
they were solid evidence of his practical 
turn of mind. Since he was induced by 
the President’s proclamation and the Gov- 
ernment inspectors to take down fifty miles 
of fence, his Territorial principality has 
lost its fair proportions; but he still retains 
a comfortable homestead, and he is dis- 
posed to defend with some vigor the inter- 
ests of humble settlers like himself against 
the attacks of a Federal officer who has no 
‘‘breadth of view.” 

While the ex-Senator undertakes to show 
that the peculiar methods by which millions 
of acres in New-Mexico have passed into 
the hands of speculators were really pure 
and honorable he is especially interested in 
what Mr. JULIAN said inthe Review about 
the Ufia de Gato grant. We quote from Mr. 
JULIAN’S article: 


“The case of the Uia de Gato grant affords 
another illustration. The area of this grant, 
according to Mr. DoRsEyY, its claimant, was 
nearly 600,000 acres. It was reserved from set- 
tlement, and is so reserved to-day by the act of 
1854; but when the forgery of the grant was 
demonstrated in 1879, and he thought it unsafe 
to rely upon that title, he determined to avail 
himself of the homestead and pre-emption laws. 
This he could not legally do, because the land 
was reserved, but the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office was touched by his mis- 
fortune, and in defiance of law _. or- 
dered the land to be surveyed and opened 
to settlement. Mr. DORSEY, who was already in 
possession of thousands of acres of the choicest 
landsin the tract, at once sent ott his squads 
of henchmen, who availed themselves of the 
forms of the pre-emption and homestead laws, 
in acquiring pretended titles, which were con- 
veyed to him, according to arrangements previ- 
ously agreed upon. No record of this unauthor- 
ized action of the Commissioner is to be found 
in the Land Office. What was done was done 
verbally andin the dark, and nothing is now 
known of the transaction but the fact of its 
occurrence and theintimate relations then ex- 
isting between Mr. Dorsey and the Commis- 
sioner and his Chief of Surveys. Of course, Mr. 
DoRSEY and his associates in this business have 
no title to the lands thus acquired, and their en- 
tries should be canceled, not only because the 
land was reserved from sale by act of Congress, 
but because these entries were fraudulently 
made, as will be shown by investigations now in 
progress.” 


Mr. DorsEY sweeps away this charge by 
saying: “*Thereis nota grain ora shadow 
of truth that there have been or are now 
frauds committed to any extent in New- 
Mexico under the homestead and pre-emp- 
tion laws.” This being so, of course he 
could not have acquired the lands by a 
fraudulent use of the laws. Besides, he 
asserts that the grant was shown to be a 
forgery by his own labors. 

The ex-Senator’s reply to this charge 
shows how the history of land operations 
and the, condition of land titles in New- 
Mexico have been misrepresented for years 
by almost innumerable officers of the Gov- 
ernment and other authorities. Hundreds 
of pages of the annual reports of Cabinet 
officers, Land Commissioners, special ageuts, 
Surveyors-General, &c., have been coy- 


ered by the most positive statements 
about fraudulent entries in the Terri- 
tory. Yet now comes this eminent res- 


ident of New-Mexico—a practical man, 
interested in the development of territorial 
resources—and with a few strokes of the 
pen sweeps all these reports away. Whatis 
there left of that volume in which were set 
forth the results of the investigation made 
by Inspectors Hopps and. GREENE? How 
can any one believe Inspector HoBBs’s 
story about the mythical MIGUEL ABEYTIA, 
whose claim, afterward included in Mr. 
DORSEY’S possessions, was said to have 
afforded a resting place for Col. INGER- 
SOLL’s ornate log cabin? What will be- 
come of such stories as this, published in 
the last annual report of the Land Commis- 
sioner: 

‘“‘In 1882 and 1885 7,200 acres of the public 
lands in Eastern New-Mexico were taken up 
under the homestead and pre-emption laws by 
one individual for grazing purposes, by entries 
made in the names of fictitious persons. In the 
homestead entries, which comprise the greater 
portion of the cases, pre-emption declaratory 
statements were filed in the names of the sup- 
posititious claimants, alleging a prior residence 


of more than five years required under the 
} homestead laws. Those filings were immediately 
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transmuted to homestead entries and alleged 
proofs at once made, not more than a month or 
two elapsing from the date the first papers were 
filed until the final entries were placed 
on record. In the proofs the alleged resi- 
dence of the partics§ was made to 
relate back and cover the period from 
1876 or 18°77 to 1882 or 1883. Mexican 
names were used to represent claimants, and 
the papers show on tbeir face tbat they were all 
prepared by one individual, the signatures of 
alleged claimants and witnesses bearing unmis- 
takable evidence that they were written by the 
same individual and one other person. The 
lands were conveyed immmediately after entry, 
and the transferee reconveyed them to a cattle 
company. Reliabie persons who had lived near 
the lauds from five to fifteen years, and were 
well acquainted in the vicinity, testified that 
they had never seen or heard of any one of the 
alleged claimants, and that no such persons 
ever lived on the lands.” 


And yet this is only a sample of the tales 
that are told about New-Mexico in the of- 
ficial reports. Now that Mr. Dorsry has 
been induced to reply to Mr. JULIAN, he 
should go further and ‘expose all of the 
wretched creatures who have built up such 
a fabric of slander about the Territorial 
land operators. Not one of them should be 
permitted to escape the righteous indigna- 
tion of a practical man. 








MOCK AUCTIONS. 

Mayor Hewitt had before him the other 
day the case of aman who, beguiled by a 
seductive advertisement, went to a mock 
auction and invested $1,100 in compara- 
tively worthless furniture. The auction 
was held in what seemed to the casual way- 
farer to be a private residence. A spectacle 
of domestic woe was presented to his gaze, 
and an elderly female, who bid against him, 
appeared to his unaided vision as a poor 
unfortunate who sought to save her house- 
hold gods from selling too far below their 
value. By and by, but not until after the 
purchaser had paid for the things bought 
by him, it dawned upon him that he had 
been swindled. Then came his complaint 
to the Mayor, the object being to cause the 
auctioneer’s license to be revoked. 

Pending the hearing of the matter the 
auctioneer made a settlement with the com- 
plainant, returning the greater part of the 
purchase money. Upon this the complain- 
ant showed a disposition to withdraw the 
charge and let the offending auctioneer go 
free. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the Mayor 
will see to it that no such lame and im- 
potent conclusion is reached in the case. 
The swindle is one of ancient date. It be- 
longs to the era of the dollar store, the doc- 
tored horse, the “imported cigars,” and 
the envelope swindles. Several years ago 
THE Times began and continued its war- 
fare against these fraudulent sales. The 
rascals accused denied and swore and 
threatened, but they were forced tu give up 
their nefarious business. During the past 
year or so, however, there have been indi- 
cations that the rogues have taken a new 
lease of life. Their advertisements are 
again beginning to be conspicuous, and at 
least two of them have had a period of 
prosperity. They need another prodding, 
and the Mayor should see to it that this is 
had. Taking away the license of an offend- 
ing auctioneer is the best and most speedy 
remedy, and this power is inthe hands of 
the Mayor. 








A POLICY FOR THE AMERICAN 
BOARD. 


Early next week the corporate members 
of the American Board will convene at 
Springfield for their annual meeting. Last 
year, when the excitement was great, it 
gathered its constituency from the West at 
Des Moines; this year it will bring to- 
gether a more liberal constituency in 
the East, and the outside influences will 
favor a more liberal policy. Last year 
the Andover controversy over the doctrine 
of future probation flung its shadow over 
the meeting, and it was an open question 
whether tolerance of opinion should be al- 
lowed. The conservatives won the day, but 
a very large and growing minority has been 
leavening the Congregationalist body, to 
whom the American Board belongs, ever 
since, and the revolution of thought which 
the acceptance of the doctrine of a possible 
future probation implies is moving on- 
ward. There has been a clear advance of 
kindlier feeling toward this doctrine since 
the meeting at Des Moines, and so far as 
numbers may be estimated without an act- 
ual show of hands, the division of opinion 
between the two parties will be such that 
one will offset the other, This will be a 
fortunate circumstance if it shall prove 
true. It will compel candor, which was 
conspicuous by its absence a year ago. It 
will force the present officers to back down 
from a policy which represented the ancient 
rather than the present policy of the Ameri- 
can Board. It will compel the fair and 
honest discussion of the wisdom of the pres- 
ent administration. 

The first question to come before the 
board is likely to be one of inquiry into the 
conduct of Dr. ALDEN. It appears that he 
was one of twenty-four Congregational 
ministers appointed by the National Coun- 
cil of 1880 to draw up a creed for this body 
of Christians. Dr. ALDEN and Dr. Karr 
dissented from the creed which was adopt- 
ed, and Dr, ALDEN got up one of his own, 
which, in spite of every sort of protest, he 
has been for at least a year trying on those 
who offered themselves as candidates for 
the foreign missions in charge of the Con- 
gregationalists. He wanted to make the 
ereed sieve finer than the majority would 
consent to, and has thrown all the weight 
of his office as the Secretary of the 
board into the effort to keep the foreign 
field within the conservative lines of 
thought. Others have had an interest 
in maintaining this issue in order to pun- 
ish the Andover Professors for having the 
courage of their convictions, but this is an 
issue which is not expected to come into the 
field of action até the Springfield meeting. 
The plain question there to be discussed is 
whether a minority of one or two men are 
to continue to say what a candidate for the 
foreign missionary field shall believe or not 
believe as the doctrinal qualification for his 
work. The fact which is apparent to any 
careful observer is that the Congregational 
denomination is undergoing a sea change in 
its theology. The ministers are not nearly 
so sure about many things as they used to | 
be, but they are bringing the great truths | 
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which they are commissioned to teach | by act of Congress because of its bad char- 
eloser than ever into practical relations 


with our society and with the men and 
women who belong to it. It is not free | 
thinking that is encouraged but a larger | 
freedom in ethical thinking and teaching. 





The question before the American Board 


this year is whether the Congregational 
denomination is to continue to pursue a 
policy of ecclesiastical stultification in its 
foreign work, whether it will impose sub- 


scription tests upon its missionary candi- 
dates which would be resented as an insult 
to honest thinking by the same men if re- 
quired for installation over the churches at 
home. By a fortuitous course of events, 


which can be understood by all who have 


had the management of close corporations, 
Dr. ALDEN has been able to manipulate the 
Prudential Committee of the American 
Board for the practical indorsement of his 
special opinions and creed, which he claims 
fairly represents the traditional policy 
of the board. There is much to be said 
for his side, but the fact that the 
Church of Gop snaps the shackles of 
one age to grow into greater practical use- 
fulness for a new one overrides his posi- 
tion, and the growing feeling for tolerance 
in the Congregational body dictates a more 
liberal policy in dealing with candidates 
for the foreign field than Dr. ALDEN has 
been willing to pursue. There is a still wider 
way of considering this matter, It is im- 
possible for the American Board, which has 
had an honorable career in our religious 
history, to go on with credit to itself if 
there are to be twocounselsas to its manage- 
ment, much less if a faction insists upon 
running it as a sectarian institution. The 
representative opinion on theology in the 
home churches can be the only guide in 
dealing with men who are to be put in 
charge of the congregations gathered in 
the mission fields. No narrower policy than 
this can safely be allowed; no narrower 
policy can stand the objections that are 
sure to be raised against it. 


VENEZUELA'S BOUNDARY. 

The application of the Monroe doctrine 
which Venezuela invokes, or at least sug- 
gests to the United States in her dispute 
with Great Britain, may not be entirely 
clear. The question at issue is not the 
acquisition of a foothold in the New World 
by a European power, but simply a dispute 
as to the proper boundary of territorial 
possessions which already exist. 

The controversy between Venezuela and 
British Guiana as to their mutual frontier 
is one that dates back through generations. 
It arose out of the fact that the Dutch 
established a colony something like three 
centuries ago in the region of the Essequibo 
River, which, two centuries later, was 
united to Demerara, and, after once being 
captured by the British and afterward re- 
stored, eventually passed into the per- 
manent possession of Great Britain under 
the treaty of 1814. As the exact boundary 
claims of the Dutch against the Spanish 
were somewhat obscure, the difficulty natu- 
rally continued when Venezuela secured her 
independence, and the matter became the 
less likely to receive proper adjustment 
from the fact that after the republic of 
Colombia was formed by Venezuela, New- 
Grenada, and Ecuador, these States again 
separated in 1831, and an almost constant 
state of political disorder subsisted in 
Venezuela for about thirty years. 

During that period a British authority 
had assumed to lay out the western bound- 
ary of British Guiana according to what 
he considered geographical principles by 
including in it the valley of the River Esse- 
quibo, and also the entire watershed of the 
affluents of that stream. While this bound- 
ary was said to consort with nature’s indi- 
cations, it also gratified the people of Brit- 
ish Guiana, since it added to the latter an 
exceedingly large tract of land beyond 
what Venezuela considered to be the true 
boundary. Venezuela, however, went no 
further at that time in practical opposition 
to this claim than pulling up the British 
landmarks. Her first definite effort to pro- 
cure the settlement of the question was 
made about seventeen years ago, during the 
Presidency of GUZMAN BLANCO, who, as 
was recently noted, gave up the few re- 
maining months of his late Presidential 
term for the sake of going to Europe as a 
Commissioner with full powers to arrive at 
some settlement of the dispute. Once be- 
fore, we believe, he went on a similar mis- 
sion, and it appears to be rather doubtful 
whether he will achieve all the success he 
desires in the present undertaking. 

The serious character of the controversy 
arises, not only from the large amount of 
territory disputed, which is something like 
40,000 square miles, but also and perhaps 
chiefly from the fact that of late years 
the settlers from British Guiana have 





i pushed their way gradually, until now they 


will practically command, unless they 
should be driven out, a position at the 
mouth of the Orinoco itself. It can readily 
be understood why Venezuela is anxious to 
retain the control of this great waterway, 
which furnishes the outlet for so much of her 
trade, and also communicates with the very 
heart of her dominions. She is made addi- 
tionally anxious by the fact that her ag- 
gressive neighbor is a great maritime power 
with whose resources and ‘capabilities of 
controlling and diverting trade she is not 
able to compete. On her part Great Britain 
fully appreciates the advantage of retaining 
such a foothold, while the country which 
she has, whether rightly or wrongly, over- 
run is valuable alike for its timber and its 
gold mines. Venezuela seems willing to 
submit the matter to arbitration, and Great 
Britain, having lately sounded the praises 
of this method of settling international dis- 
putes, apparently ought not to refuse such 
an arrangement.

WAS SAUNDERS. 


BUT CONCEALED HIS NAME FOR OVER 
FIFTY YEARS. 

BoNnHAM, Texas, Sept. 25.—The develom 
ments yesterday in the famous Bean mystery 
were of astartlingcharacter. James W. Saunders, 
of Oxford, Miss., who claims to be the brother of 
Col. Bean, arrivedin the morning. He wasaccom- 
paniea by a number of relatives and told 
the following remarkabie story: “The man 
known as Col. C. Bean was my brother, Thomas 
L. Saunders. He was 76 years of age when he 
died, and was born in Tennessee. While en- 
gaged in surveying out Obion County, Tenn., 
now Lake County, in 1836, my brother 
Thomas, then aged 24 or 25 years, 
committed a murder, which caused him 
to become a refugee. Oneof the chain carriers 
named Crutchfield became enraged when my 
brother reprimanded him for not having ac- 
complished a certain amount of work. My 
brother knocked him down with a Jacob 
staff, striking him twice after he was 
down, fracturing his skull, from the effecta of 
which he died next morning. My brother fled, 
taking with hima negro boy named Alex, who 
Witneased the killing. He took refuge on Bean 
Island, in the Mississippi, sending Alex to 
me for money and aid. I was then an engineer 
of asteamboat. IL left, takinga skiff. in which I 
rowed Tom to Gaines Landing, Arkansas. 

When on the island, in the presence of Alex, 
I advised him to take the name of Thomas Law- 
son, but he persisted in his desire to use his 
tirst given name, and the name of the island, 
Bean. Leaving my brother in the bottoms 
near Gaines Landing, I[ returned to 
Commerce and sold a. negro girl for 
$900 and returned, giving Tom $755, he 
giving me, Alex, and a younger 
that he owned, stating that $7. 





and settled in Fannin County. Our 
next meeting wasin St. Louis in 1854 or 1855. 
Then again in Austin, Texas, in 1860, when I 
gave Tom $1,100. We met again in Bonbam in 
1884, as is remembered by some citizens of this 
town. In 1872 I sent Alex to Bonham for $500, 
I being in straitened circumstances, which 
Tom sent me, sewing it in the waistband of 
Alex’s breeches. 

“‘ After my mecting with my brother in Bon- 
ham, in 1884, I visited West Texas and met my 
prother again at Gainesville, Texas, in 
Laclede Hotel, I believe. While in Gainesvi 
my brother stated that if he died first 
would will me half of his estate, whi 
he then estimated at about $700,000, and the 
other half to his negroes and a few favored 
white friends. But if I died first he proposed to 
will my part to my children. 
my daughter’s residence in Lamar County, 
which greatly excited him, he fearing that his 
identity might be discovered through that 
source.” 

Mr. Saunders says he knows nothing of the 
other claimants to the estate. ;

THE ALLEGED LETTER FROM THE 
PRESIDENT TO SUPERINTENDENT 


FOX—BOSS SHEPHERD'S FRIENDS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Several versions 
of the story of an alleged letter from the Presi- 
dent to Superintendent Fox, of the Philadelphia 
Mint, have reached here during the last three or 
four days, and different explanations and asser- 
tions have been made as the result of inquiries 
abontit. The most unpleasant version was that 
representing the President to have written a let- 
ter which Mr, Randall has in his pocket, to be pro- 
duced when he sees fitand which he is quoted 
as having described asaspecimen “of political 
insolence and the embodiment of bossism in 
politics.” That does not sound hke one of 
Mr. Randall’s speeches, and persons who be- 
lieve they know what there was in the corre- 
spondence between the President and Mr. Fox 
are of the opinion that Mr. Randall made no 
such speech, for the reason that he had no 
oceasion to make it. As nearly as can be 
found out there was just this of it: Just be- | 








fore the State Convention at Ailentown, and 
while the Democrats were choosing delegates

Whatever the letter may have con- 
tained, it appears to have been wasted upon 
Superintendent Fox, for his employes were at, 
in, and of the convention, one at least being a 
delegate and working with Randall, while there 
was a swarm of them constantly about laboring 
in Aes sf with Mr. Randall and against per- 
mitting a platform approval of the President’s 
tariff reform utterances. There has been no 
complaint of this breach of the President's order 
aS yet, although it was flagrant and not confined 
to one or two individuals. By the aid of the 
Mint employes at Allentown Mr. Randall was 
assisted in impressing the delegates with the 
belief that he had everything his own way and 
in securing the submission of his opponents 
before they had fired a gun. 


There is a strong and widespread feeling of 
Gisgust and opposition felt here to the proposed 
jubilee in honor of “ Boss” Shepherd, and it may 
be made manifest in some way before the prepa- 


rations for the “demonstration” are completed. 

Ifa public meeting should be held, however, to 

protest against it as nota fairexpression, the 

readers of Washington papers alone would never 
find it out, for the dailies would probably take 
no notice of it. Of the dozen er more daily and 

weekly papers only one, the Senfinel, and that a 

weekly, has raised its voice against what it calls 

the eustasies of “Our Old Ringsters and Ring 

Club.” The Sentinel says: 

“The friends of Boss Shepherd act very unwisely 
~ in pretending that all the citizens of Washington are 
either ring sycophants, or at least a pusillanimous 
set willing to follow any brazen-faced falsehood. 
Had they kept quiet, had the many whose names 
were prominentiy and unsavorily mentioned in 1874 
in the “pn ghee investigation kept in the back- 
3 ground and abstained from abusing the honest citi- 

zens, upon whose remonstrances even a two-thirds 
Republican Congress in 1874 had to investigate the 
affairs of the ring, aud after long and laborious ex- 
amination contemptuously to kick the boss and his 
govc rnment out of existence in spiteof the warm 
efforts of President Grant, then bygones would have 
been bygones, and Shepherd might have returned in 
eace and been permitted to admire the beautiful 
provements which his successors, not his govern- 
ment. have established since he was relegated to in- 
activity by act of Congress.” 

TItis being commented upon as an indication 
of the general short memory of the public that 
there bas been little question of the truth of the 
extravagant praise set forth for Shepherd. The 
wheeimen of the city are asked to parade in his 
honor in order to testify their appreciation of 
the pleasure he has given in providing them 
with fine streets for wheeling, when it is a fact 
that not one of tne pavements laid by Shepherd 
remains in the city unless it be a few fragments 
of cobble pavement over which a wheel cannot 

























































































be driven. The Commissioners, one of 
whom, Mr. W. B. Webb, was an active 
ent in bringing about the abolition 






of the Shepherd government, are to be asked 
to turn out the firemen in honor of the “* boss.” . 
A contractor named Gleason, who has a lively 
reccollection of the days when Shepherd ruled 
and lucrative contracts were to be had if one 
knew howto get them, will turn out 500 or 
600 men whom hé~employs. The three boat 
clubs of the District, composed of young men 
who have accepted the rosy stories about the 
“ boss,” are expected to appear in the procession 
in his honor. But there will be a large 
throng of men whose property was ‘ im- 
proved” at such a rate and in such 
@ reckless and arbitrary fashion that they have 
never been able to use or sell it who will ap- 
preciate fuily the one-sided character of the 
“demonstration.” If it were properly an- 
nounced, the celebration would be known to the 
country as one suggested, arranged, and carried 
out by the men who were enricled by the help 
of aman careless of the people’s money, and 
who made much of the contract hunters whe are 
now endeavoring to make much of him. The 
newspapers find it difficult, perhaps, to refuse to 
celebrate the exploits of a ruler who furnished 
them with advertising to the extent of $140,000 
a year in acity which now gets its advertising 
for about $5,000 a year. :

MURDERED LILLIE HOYLE, 


NO CLUE TO THE IDENTITY OF HER 
ASSASSIN, 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 25.—There were 
hundreds of visitors to-day to the old Tim Ald- 
rich place, in Oxford, where the body of Lillie 
Hoyle was found last Tuesday afternoon. Many 
drove down from this city, a distance of 14 
miles, and nearly half the adult population of 
Webster walked or drove over to inspect the 
roof of the ruined corn crib, under which the 
body was concealed. Of the old roof nothing | 
remains but the rafters, the singles having been | 
torn off and carried away by the eager relic | 
hunters. }

WALL-STREET TALK, 


The Cashier of one of the biggest stock 
brokerage houses down town says: ‘ We had 
terrible times a week ago. It was impossible 
for us to borrow money anywhere except at ex- 
cessive rates and on conditions which put us 
absolutely at the mercy of the lenders, and no 
sort of collateral short of Government bonds 
would be noticed by the banks. The ‘scare’ was 
everywhere, and the money lenders were mak- 
ing the most of it. Banks where we have done 








as strangers could. Borrowers were in a bad 
tix every where.” i 

“But,” went on the Cashier, “how suddenly 
the Treasury action changed all this! Why, for 
the last two or threes days of the week we have 


simply been bored by the offers of representa- 
tives from the same banks which only aday or 
two before were snubbing us and turning us 
adrift. It is strange where all their money came 
from so suddenly. The ones that had least to 
spare on Monday and Tuesday had the most to 
offer on Friday and Saturday. Itisn’t the pro- 
ceeds of bond sales, for they came begging us 
to borrow on a big scale before a penny was 
paid out under the new Government call. 


The detectives appear to have abandoned the 
first line of operations they had marked out for 
themselves. Their first inquiry was, who was 


the man with whom the murdered girl was most 
intimate. On this line they worked four days 
without being able to fix even a strong suspicion 
against anybody. There are those who stiil 
believe that the girl’s uncle, Dixon Cowie, is 
implicated in the affair, but the detectives and a 
majority of the reporters bave given him up. 
The efforts of the detectives are now mainly di- 
rected toward a close scrutiny of the houses of 
questionable repute which are thickly seattered 
about the country roads near Webster. The 
theory is that the lover of the murdered girl, 
coming upon her by surprise as she left 
the house temporarily on the night of her 
disappearance, persuaded her to accompany 
him toone of these houses for the purpose of 
avoiding the natural consequences of their im- 
timacy, and that while there the girl died. The 
detectives believe that her body was kept con- 
cealed until it became offensive, and then, a few 
days before its discovery, was concealed in the 
Oxford corn erib. 

In this search the reporters who are at work 
on the case would be of great assistance if the 
authorities would give them the slightest clue 
to begin upon. They, however, still keep under 
close guard the clothing of the murdered girl, 
the rope that bound her limbs, the shawl that 
was about her head, and, in fact, every scrap of 
evidence that might possibly lead to the detec-

A WORTHLESS CHECK. 
James S. Cawlin, a dealer in fancy goods at 
273 Church-street, was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of purchasing goods with a worthless check. 


It is alleged that Friday last Cawlin bought from 
Wiilizam schutte & Co., of 102 Greene-street. a bill 
of needles amounting to $367 50. Cawlin gave in 
paymenta check on the German Exchange Bank for 
$360, which was returned fiom the bank as worth- 
less. When the victimized firm sent to the store of 
Cawlin they found itin the hands of the Sheriff, a 
levy onthe goods having been made, it was alleged, 
before the check was given. Schutte & Co. claim 
that Cawlin was insolvent when ho bonght the 
needles from them and gave the check in payment. 
The needles had been removed from the stere, and 
the boxes in which they were packed were found 
empty in the place. Cawlin was locked up at Po- 
lice Headquarters.

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TRAIN ON THE PLATFORM 
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LEAVING HIS SECLUSION TO 
TALK FOR ANARCHISTS. 
AN INCOHERENT SPEfCH WHICH 
PLEASED ,THE SPEAKER AND 

AMUSED HIS AUDIENCE, 


George Francis Train last night carried 
out his threat of emerging4%rom the almost com- 
plete seclusion which has for some 12 years 
kept him from the public gaze, and for two 
uours supplied uudeniable amusement to an 
audience of about 400 men and women in Web- 
ster Hall, on East Eleventh-street. The announce- 
ment had been that*Mr. Train would protest 


and consequently a large proportion of the 
audience was of the Anarchist stripe. The bal- 
ance were people who had come from curiosity 
and boping to enjoy a unique entertainment, 
and they received a much better return for the 


— ee 


Anarchists, who had expected to hear an ar- 


raignment of constituted authority which would 
be coherent as well as sanguinary. 

The Anarchists are pretty well accustomed to 
listening to wild and disconnected flights of ora- 
tory, but Mr. Train was almost too wueh, for 
them, and if he had not saved himself by now 
and then hurling detiance at the institutions 
they dislike most they would have found him on 
the whole somewhat tiresome. As 1t was his 
speech, with a few remarks by Herr Most 
added at the close, filled out quite a novel 
entertainment for all present, and, considering 
the amount of physical exertion undergone by 
the leading entertainers, the money paid at the 
gate, which, according to announcement, Was to 
be sent to the prospective widows and orphans 
of the Chicago Anarchists, was well earned. 

Mr. Train reached the hall at a few minutes 
past 8 o’clock and was warmly received. Hoe 
mounted the steps leading to the platform with 
alight, quick step, and after he had divested 
himself of his overcoat and stood revealed 


in a black suit, which fitted closely his 
well knit frame, he looked a much vounger 
aud physically abler man than had 
been expected. An Anarchist — in the 


audience called for * three cheers for Francis 8. 
Train,’ and they were given with a will. Mr, 
Train acknowledged the compliment by placing 
his dexter finger to his nose and gazing at his 
audience for a few moments with a knowing 
smile of the low comedy order. 

A paper box was handed to him. He handled it 
in a gingerly manner, and then asked if there 
were apy Socialistsin the hall. Nobody an- 
swered. Then he looked around and said: * Yes, 
I see Col. Hinton is here, but I want Herr Most. 
Tf Herr Most is here, will he come and open this 
box? 

Herr Most accepted the invitation and opened 
the box, which proved to contain a number of 
large bovtonniéres, which Mr. Train presented to 
the members of the press, for whom he had 
purchased them, and a number of women 
who crowded forward and worked very 
hard to secure a fioral offering. Then 
three little girls and a boy took seats on the 
back of the platform, and, although Mr. Train 
spoke direct to his audiences throughout the 
evening, he was supposed to be making his ad- 
dress through them, in which way he was sup- 

osed to have saved himself from a viojation of 
is vow, made some 12 years ago, to hold no 
further direct intercourse with adult human 
beings. 

Things psychological being thus in good order, 
Mr. Train proceeded to tell his audience that his 
presence was due to the influence of four brave 
women—Mrs. John ©. Black, wife of the coun- 
sel of the condemned Anarchists; Mrs. Parsons, 
the mulatto wife of one of the convicts; Nina 
Van Zandt, the wife by proxy of August 
Spies, another of them, and Mrs. Col. Hinton. 
He became very much confused and excited as 
he advanced in his opening remarks. He moved 
up and down the platform with a series of up- 
ward and onward springs, and for a while his 
voice was inaudible to all save those very near 
the platform. Gradually he regained his com- 
posure, and, moving less energetically and 
speuking more distinctly, he managed to make 
himself understood by all. 

He recited a piece of poetry which was loudly 
applauded, and thatdisgusted bim, as be wanted 
it understood that it was a piece of clap-trap 
which was not worthy of applause. Then he 
asked the question: “ Why should the pation 
be afraid of seven little Anarchists?” and he re- 
celved with much apparent pleasure 2 deafening 
round of applause. ‘Then he asked to be al- 
lowed to tell a little personal history, and said 
that he had been for many years lost to the 
world. ‘“ You remember Rip Van Winkle,” he 
said. ‘“ When he woke up he went to pieces.

Don’t hiss him; he don’t 
know what he’s about. He’s get a pair of tight 
trousers on, and he’s sitting on a@ buzz-saw. 
I like Dr. McGlynn and want to know 
what we have got to do with Rome. I 
want to know, though, whom those collections 
are forthatthey are taking up every Sunday 
evening at the Academy of Music. Is it te pre- 
vent poverty? No. They are collecting money 
to pay the landiord. It is simply obtaining a 
hall under false pretenses by a priest and Henry 
George, Who wants to get the workingmen to 
adopt his free trade ideas.” 

Mr. Train drew an extraordinary diagram 
upon a blackboard to show why he objected to 
free trade and then called out: * All who are in 
favor of England say aye.”’ Everybody said aye, 
the foreign part of the audience evidently not 
being able to follow the rapid flights of the 
speaker, who was intensely disgusted at the 
vote and said that with the exception of Col. 
Hinton and Herr Most, all the Sociaiists seemed 
to have gone back on him. 

‘“ But,” he said, * they are not going to hang 
those men. Assassins don’t notify their victims 
of when they are going to stick a stiletto into 
them.” The sudden aLnouncement had no 
earthly connection with what had preceded it, 
but it was of the right flavor, if untimely, and 
the sentiment was heartily applauded. 

He explained that he wanted the money re- 
sulting from the lecture to be spent in buying 
terrapin, canvas-back duck, Blue Point oysters, 
clams, turkey, champagne, and other delicacies 
for the wives and children of the doomed An- 
arehists, followed that up with a poem which he 
wrote while in the county jail in Chicago, then 
told how he had prophesied the great Chicago 
tire, and subsequently argued that eating 
meat was eating corpses and that shaking 
hands was a useles habit which promoted con- 
tagion of cholera, smallpox, and other disorders. 
He discovered 14 years ago that he was the bat- 
tery which supplied intellectual impetus to the 
rest of the world through the medium of hand- 
shaking, and so he cut the wire and said * Pad- 
dle your own canoe” tothe balance of human 
kind, 

suddenly returning to the Chicago Anarchists, 
he said: “ You have aright to carry a pistol, and 
if any one is going to interfere with you blow 
his brains out. All those in favor of .that say 
aye. [Adopted unanimously.] The ayes have 
it, and Herr Most is elected. Any one who car- 
ries a pistol after this is an ass, when you can 
carry & little bomb with which yeu can kill 16 
out of 25 policemen. All those in favor of car- 
rying bombs say aye. [Adopted unanimously. ] 
To-morrow night I shall lesture here, it I can 
get the hall,and after Noy. 11, if they hang 
those men, I shall destroy the Republic!” 

This was said with a leap in the air and a Jand- 
ing on the platform that made it quiver. It was 
the climux in the speech. Mr. Train was tired 
and wanted to go, buta man in the audience 
who was guying the speaker, althaugh the 
latter and his Anarchist friends did not kuow it, 
suggested topics which were descanted upon 
energetically, thouzh not conseeutively. At 
every round of applause the orator announced 
that Herr Most was elected, and finally Mr. 
Train announced that he made him a citizen of 
the United States. 

Mr. Most addressed the audience briefly in 
English ana German, and Mr. Train once more 
assured his hearers that, if he could get the hall, 
he would be there to address them this evening, 
and show what terrible things were going to 
happen in Wall-street within 48 hours, He did 
not suggest the contingency on which the catas- 
trophe was to depend, and if capitalists do not 
await the result of the yacht race with trepida- 
tion it will not be Mr. Train’s fault.

A VETERAN’S DOUBLE CRIME.

HE SUCCEEDS IN’ KILLING HIMSELF 
AFTER AN ATTEMPT AT MURDER. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 25.—Early this 
morning Walter C. Brown, a veteran of the late 
war, attempted to murder Sarah Henderson, a 
soldier’$’ widow with whom he lived, by shooting 
her with a pistol, and then committed suicide by 
cutting his throat with a razor. Brown was a 
shoemaker by occupation, and served in the war 
of the rebellion with credit as a member of Com- 
pany 3B, Fifty-sixth New-York Volunteers, 
About 10 years ago he took up his home with 
Mrs. Henderson, widow of William M. Hender- 
son, of the Eighty-seventh New-York Volunteers, 
and her young son. Brown’s heaith had been 
poor tor some time, and the family subsisted on 
a pension of $8 amonth drawn by him and on 
Mrs. Henderson’s widow’s pension of $12 a 
month, 

Brown and the widow retired in the same 
room last night, he occupying the bed and she 
lying on a lounge. Shortly after 3 o’clock this 
morning she was awakened by the explosion of 
a@ pistol near her face. The bullet plowed 
through her hair, splintering a comb and ludg- 
ing in the lounge. She saw by the flash Brown 
standing over her, revolver in hand. She rolled 
over on the floor and.as she did so Brown fired a 
second shot, which penetrated her shoulder, in- 
flicting a serious wound. Then she sprang to 
her feet and struggled with the would-be mur- 
derer. Her young son, who slept in an adjoin- 
ing room, was awakened and came to the res- 


cue. In the struggle the pistol was fired a 
third time, the ball being diverted to 
the ceiling. The pistol fell to the floor 
and the widow and her son. succeeded 


in escaping from theroom. They fled into the 
street and alarmed the neighborhood. A police- 
man entered the room and found Brown lying 
dead on the blood-stained bed, with a razor still 
grasped in hi8 hand and his throat gashed with 
« wound that had severed the jugular vein and 
the windpipe. 

The deed was undoubtedly premeditated. 
Whether caused by jealousy of the woman with 
whom he lived or by insane frenzy will probably 
never be known. On searching Brown's bureau 
to-day anew suit of clothes and a clean shirt 
with gold studs were found carefully set apart 
for his burial, and with a written card giving 
his name and date of birth, which was Sept. 3, 
i842. Thesurgeons say that Mrs. Henderson 
will recover.

WITH A WOMAN. 


AND TOOK THE PROCEEDS OF THE FAIR 
WITH HIM. 

Dover, N. H., Sept. 25.—P. A. Crosby. 
Treasurer of the Lasters’ Protective Union Fair, 
@ married man, has absconded with the [fair re- 
ceipts, amounting to $5,000, and is accompanied 
by Mrs. Emma Sawyer Lord. Crosby is 37 years 
old, and came to this city 18 months ago from 
Richmond, Me. He secured work as a laster at 
Martin & French’s shoe factory, and later 
at Woodbury’s shop. Last May the Last- 
er’s Protective Union here voted to 
bave a fair, with Crosby «as manager 


and Treasurer. About 186 prizes, valued 
at $3,500 were offered, and 10,000 
tickets were printed, of which 5,000 at $1 each 
were sold. The fair began Thursday night, it 
being arranged for the drawing to take place 
Friday night, but it was postponed until Satur- 
day. When the hour for the drawing came 
Saturday night Crosby was missing. The man- 
agement stated that he was unavoidably absent, 
aud as he had the coupons of the tickets in his 
possession the drawing was again adjourned, 
this time to Monday evening. The committee, 
whoup to the hour of the proposed drawing 
Saturday had no idea of Crosby’s dishonesty, be- 
gan to investigate, and found conclusive proof 
that he left Dover Saturday afternoon in com- 
pany with Mrs. Lord, reaching Concord in time 
to catch the 9:30 P. M. express for Montreal. 

When the news became known to-day it 
caused a sensation. Tickets were sold in every 
State in New-England, and the amount will be 
a dead loss, as the union has no funds and 
no means at the present ontlook of returning 
the money received for tickets. It was made 
known to-night that the fair managers had 
such faith in Crosby’s honer that they did not 
require him to give bends. He leaves an aged 
mother, a broken-hearted wife, and two chil- 
dren to suffer for his evildoing. He left them 
penniless, with the exception of a two-dollar 
bill which he handed his wife before going to 
meet the household expenses, 

Crosby was noted for bis intimacy with the 
young woman since her arrival here. The wom- 
an, Who 18 a beauliful blonde, aged 19, was mar- 
ried on Thanksgiving Day to Charles Lord, of 
Barrington. They separated after afew weeks’ 
married life, she coming to reside here. A war- 
rant for embezzlement was made out against 
Crosby this afternoon. ‘She articles offered as 
prizes not being paid for and im-possession of 
their owners, will be kept by them. Many bills 
are due from Crosby for printing and advertis- 
ing the fair.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Joseph Patterson, the oldest bank President in 
Philadelphia, having been President of the Western 
National Bank since 1842, died at his residence at 
Chestnut Hill yesterday, at theage of 84 years. Mr. 
Patterson was also a Director of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, and was very well knowuin finaucial cir- 
cles. During the war, and just after the first battle 
of Bull Run, when Secretary of the Treasury Chase 
asked the banks of the country to take $50,000,000 
of Government bonds, Mr. Patterson made a very 
patriotic speechat a meeting of baukers in this city, 
the result of which made a great change in the finan- 
cial situation of the country, the banks receding 
from their attitude of hesitation and subscribing for 
$50,000,000 of the loan and taking an option on 
$100,000,000. 


The Hon. Jonathan W. Cottell diea yesterday 
morning in Des Moines, Iowa,of peritonitis, One day

ATHLETICS AT YALE. 








THE FRESHMEN SUBMITTED TO A MILD 
FORM OF HAZING. 

NEW-HAVEN, Sept. 25.—When President 
Timothy Dwight heard that Yale had won the 
boat race over Harvard at New-London last 
June he flung his hatin the airin giviag vent to 
his joy. Probably no one knew better than 
Yale’s enterprising, go-ahead President -how 
much good that victory and the other victories 
won by the blue-clad athletes were worth to the 


university. The American youth is essentially 
either an athiete himself or a lover of athletics, 
and when he arrives at that stage of life at 
which he enters college the athletic reputation 
of the colleges has much to do with his selection, 
especially when he is allowed to make it himself. 

‘rhe fact that Yale’s athletic victories are a 
big advertisement for the university was never 
better illustrated than it 1s this year. Last 
Thursday the college opened with. by far the 
biggest Freshman Class it has ever had, 204 
or more in the academic department, and about 
10U in the scientific school. Now it cannot be de- 
nied that President Dwight’s vigorous policy 
aud the athletic triumphs are the two things to 
which this increase is due. From Andover 
Academy alone there are nearly 30 Freshmen. 
Andover is @ preparatory school that takes 
more interest in athletes than any other 
institution of its ilk. The young men from that 
school always go in the largest numbers to the 
university that*has shown the best athletic 
record, be it Yale or Harvard. Yale has the big 
majority of these students this year. 

And the Yale boys are getting right down to 
work to keep up the athletic reputation of the 
college. Yesterday the football team commenced 
its work on the Yale field, and every day, rain 
or shine, from now until the football season is 
at an end the practice willbe keptup. Capt. Har- 
ry Beecher, in Speaking of the team’s prospects, 
said: ‘We have get to work very hard 
this year for the yee cgen Nothing but 
the hardest kind of work will win it for us, 
We hear that both Princeton and Harvard have 
exceptionally strong teams in practice, but we 
don’t mean to let them get away with us if 
we can help it, There will be no holding or 
slugging allowed in the game this year, so 
our men will be specially trained against 
these defects. According to the new rules we 
will have two referees, one. to wateh the Dall 
and the other to watch the men. Of last year’s 
players we will have Corbin, ’89, centre rush; 
Giil, ’°89; Carter, ’88; 8. 8. 8., who was atarboard 
stroke on the Warsity crew; Wallace, ’89; Mor- 
rison, 80; Bull, ’88, and myself. I will play 
quarter back. This leaves three places to be 
tilled by new men.” 

The priaocipal difficulty the team will have 
this year will bein filling the half-back position 
left vacant by the death of George A. Watkin- 
son after the Princeton game last year. Bu- 
chanan, who was one of last year’s strongest 
players, will be unable to play this year owing 
to illness. Wurtemburg, one of last year’s sub- 
stitutes, will probably be a regular man on the 
team. The Freshman Class will furnish Rhodes, 
MeClure, Perrin, McClellan, and others as mate- 
rial from which to draw. The first game will 
be played here with Wesleyan next Thursday. 
Harvard, Princeton, and Yale will, as usual, 
form the Intercollegiate League. 

Some of the Freshmen who arrived here last 
week had to undergo the hazing process at the 
hands of the Sophomores. There has been more 
hazing done here; this year than for several 
years past, but it does not take on a@ very vio- 
lent form. One chipper New-Haven youth who 
is inclined to be something of a dude, and who 
is just entering upon his college career, was 
given a pretty sharp twirl by a party of Sopho- 
wores last Tuesday evening. They captured 
him with his bicycle suit on, took bim around to 
a Broadway saloon and made him set the drinks 
up for the crowd. Then they made him 
“browse,” and scan Greek and make speeches, 
Not satisfied with this, they decided to investi- 
his shapely calves; so they pulled off his stock- 
ings, and found that he wore an extra pair of 
them to makes his ealves shapely.

ASTONISHMENT GREAT IN HOLY 
TRINITY OHUROH. 

DR. TYNG’S MAGNANIMITY NOT APPRE- 
CIATED—MR. WARREN’S POSITION 
NOT CONSIDERED ALARMING. 

The annals of the Church of the Holy 

Wrinity will have to record that yesterday was 

a notable day for the people of the parish. It 

was remarkable above the rest of the calendar 

because it saw the publication in THE Times of 

a letter from Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, once Rector 

of Holy Trinity, announcing that he had post- 

poned the resumption of ministerial duties m 

New-York and the organization of a new church, 

which would be very likely to draw many of its 

members from his former flock. The communi- 
cation in itself would have given the congrega- - 
tion plenty of food for reflection even if THE 

Times had not added another letter to Dr. 

Tyng’s. The second epistle was the work of 

President John 8. Kennedy, of the St. Andrew’s 

Society, and it warned Collector Magone that 

the Society of the Holy Trinity was engaged in 

ascheme to break the law forbidding the im- 


wrtation of contract labor, by bringing over 
dn England a new Rector in the person of 
the Rey. E. Walpole Warren. 

Big as the church burlding at Madison-avenue 
and Forty-second-street is, it was well filled at 
the morning service. The Rev. Mr. Warren was 
there, but he did not officiate. Instead of that 
he sat in the Rector’s pew and took part in the 
services as one of the congregation, Tne As- 
sistant Rector, the Rev. Kenneth Mackenzie, 
preached the sermon, and in closing his address 
spoke briefly of the new era in the church’s his- 
tory to be begun with the coming of the new 
Rector. “While we need not forget the suc- 
cesses and good works of the past,” he said, 
“we ought not to rest content with them. Nor 
should we suffer the disagreements and differ- 
ences of the past to hinder us in our progress 
now. Each day will have its new song to be 
sung, its new work to be accomplished, as we 
£0 on gaining in strength and usefulness.” 

Mr. Warren’s congregation found the letters 
the day had brought forth well worth discussing 
as they left the church. To be charged with 
trying to break the Nation’s laws was &@ hew ex- 
perience for them, and the novelty of the situ- 
ation made it interesting,aside from natural curi- 
osity as to what the result would be. But the 
average member of the church felt that he and 
his associates had done nothing wrong in going 
to England instead of Connecticut or New-Jer- 
sey for a new spiritual adviser. Still, most of 
them said that they wanted a little time to con- 
sider the situation. About Dr. Tyng’s letter 
comparatively little was said, although the mat- 
ters it treated of concerned the church in a very 
direct way. 

William C. Browning, an officer of the church, 
and one of its leading members, said that he had 
had no opportunity to go over the two letters 
carefully. ; 

‘Were any efforts made,” he was asked, “by 
any members of the society to influence Dr, 
Tyng’s decision about organizing a new church? 

“No.” he answered, *‘[ do not think any such 
efforts were made by our people.

Tive at any real decision as to what should 
be done in case the convention which 
meets in Saratoga to-morrow refuses to ac- 
cede to their demands in regard to repre- 
sentation in the convention and on the 
State Committee.

HUN LEE AND YO HO. 


CHINESE CIRCLES EXCITED ABOUT A 
DEADLY TRADE FEUD. 

There was perturbation Saturday night in 
Chinese clubhouses and shops on Mott-street. 
Scores of the children of the under side of 
the earth gather in these on Saturday evenings 
to play fan tan, sip rice brandy, and prepare 
their Sunday school lessons. But Saturday 
evening fan tan was negiccted and yesterday’s 
“Golden Text” went unconned. Only the rice 
brandy part of the evening’s prograinme was re- 
garded. The Chinese always like rive brandy, 
but they particularly like it when there is a big 
issue to discuss, and from twilight until mid- 
night there was the biggest kind of a big issue 
for them to ponder upon. 

It startedin an unsupported rumor that one of 
the numerous Lee family was cutting laundry 
ratesin his shop on East Thirty-fourth-street. 
Chinaman after Chinaman wandered through 
the stores of the street telling and retelling this 
ghastly story. There was no notice of the cut 
in prices on the big telegraph pole in front of 8 
Mott-street, where all news of the Chinese colo- 
ny’s doings is posted for everybody to read. 
Still the rnmor was believed. Great was the ex- 
citement thereat and great was the quantity of 
rice brandy consumed in the deliberations upon 
the subject. ‘ 

The,shape that the story assumed as various 
messengers came in was that Lee—Hun Lee his 
full name is—had reached New-York only a 
little while ago. He came when the railroads 
from Chicago east were cutting rates. The in- 
tensity of the rivalry suggested to him the wis- 
dom of introducing a greater degree of compe- 
tition into the New-York Chinese laundry busi- 
ness. He threw open the doors of his shop a 
few weeks ago. A placard on his window told 
passers-by that he would wash shirts cheaper 
than any other laundry in town. In a little 
while patrons came from all the other Chinese 
shops in the neighborhood. The laundrymen 
are incompletely organized as a trades union, but 
with what trades unionjinfluence they nad they 
approached Hun Lee. They told him he must 
not cut down prices. He told them when he 
wanted their advice he would call for it, 
and when he wanted some one else to 
run bis shop he would sell out and move. The 
delegation parleyed with Hun, but he would not 
yield. They left determined to get even. 

Near Lee’s shop was another. It was run by 
Yo Ho. A majority of the laundrymen’s asso- 
ciation decided that Yo Ho should put outa 
tariff of prices lower than Hun Lee’s, and be re- 
imbursed by the combination. They thought 
this would paralyze Lee, and after they had 
crushed him or brought him to terms, 
then the old prices could be restored. 
Yo Ho agreed to the plan. He cut under Lee. 
The east side patrons of the Chinese washer- 
man spread the news, and Yo Ho caught whole 
dozens of shirts that had gone from otaer 
laundries to Lee. But Lee had lots of business, 
He has not yet been crushed or brought to 
terms and the combination working against him 
fears that he will keep down his prices right 
along. The men in the combination meanwhile 
are losing custom and have to back Yo Ho. 

So far the Chinese Government—for thereis a 
kind of government among the Chinese in town 
—has not acted in this matter nor had any ofli- 
cial notice of it. Influential Mongolians in Mott- 
street said that the case was not as bad as 
some of the workers imagined, but that if 
the matter were not attended to, the competi-

PROHIBITIONISTS WELCOME NEAL DOW 
IN COOPER UNION. 

The great hall of the Cooper Union was 
filled yesterday afternoon by members of the 
Manhattan Temperance Association and their 
invited guests. It was the opening of the asso- 
eiation’s work for the season, and a reception to 
the Hon. Neal Dow was the most important 
feature of the elaborate programme. J. B. 
Gibbs presided, and there were also on the plat- 
form W. Jennings Demorest, Gen. Clinton B. 
Fisk, Daniel Walford, C. C. Lee, Dr. Lambert, 


the Revs. Dr. I. K. Funk, John Johns, Boole, 
Williams, Hughes, B. B. Tyler, Judge Van Cott, 
Horace Waters, the Hon. Chauncey Shaffer, Dr. 
Mann, and others. 

The guest of the afternoon received an en- 
thusiastic reception. The address of welcome 
was read by Mr. Demorest, who hailed the ap- 

earance of the venerable Prohibitionist at this 
uncture of the movement as peculiarly gratify- 
ing. and predicted that ‘this hideous mouster of 
vice and corruption, this instigator of crime, 
misery, pauperisin and debauchery, now so fully 
embodied in the rum power of the country, shail 
be swept into the sea of oblivion by the inaugu- 
ration of complete, universal, and efficient pro- 
hibttion.” 

Mr. Dow, who was introduced by Dr. Funk as 
“the grand oldman from Maine,” said that it 
was clear to all who bad worked in the cause of 
temperance forany time that legislation was 
the only effective means of overcowing the 
liquor traffic. He denounced the high license 
idea as the great obstacle to the rapid progress 
of prohibition. Prohibition had not proved a 
failure. In Maine not one-twentieth as much 
liquor was sold as before the law went into ef- 
fect, and the trafficin the cities skulked in low 
dens and by-places while in the villages it was 
not to be found. 

The Rev. Dr. McGlynn, who had accepted the 
association’s invitation, made a strong appeal 
on behalf of total abstinence, which, he said, 
was a moving principle of the Knights of Labor 
and of the Anti-Poverty Society. He might not 
agree with the Prohibition Party as to the 
means to beemployed in effecting the object, 
but be did as to the end to be accomplished, the 
annihilation of the liquortratiic. The use of 
alcohol he declared to be a fruitful source er 
mischief, physical and mental, temporal and 
eternal. 

Resolutions were adopted complimentary to 
the Hon. Neal Dow, who was characterized us 
*“‘one who, more than any other individual of 
the age, justiy merits the honored title of the 
‘Father of Prohibition,’ and as such deserves 
the acknowledgments of every lover of human- 
ity, and the especial thanks of every patriot.”

and the hair dark brown. As far as could be 
judged under the circumstances she is below 
the medium height and decidedly slight. Her 
face was almost haggard in its paleness, and 
there was a wild, hunted look in her eyes. 

When spoken to she stared hard and made no 
reply. Atthe second question she shivered and 
said: * [i’s cold here—so cold.” When asked if 
she did not wish to find her friends, she nodded 
aliirmatively, but said weariiy, ** I can’t remem- 
ber, Lcan'tremember.” To nearly all the ques- 
tidns asked her she responded by simply nod- 
ding her head, either affirmatively er negatively. 
When she did speak, it wasin a plaintive whis- 
per, solow thatit was necessary to bend down 
close to her in order to hear. Once, when. the 
nurse had turned away, she asked quickly and 
with apparent interest: 

“Do you know me?” 

“T have seen you before,” 

*“*Tdon’t know you,” she said, and sank back 
listlessly on her pillow. 

Aiter that she took nointerest in the questions 
asked her by either the reporter or the nurse. 
She seemed to be laboring under the delusion 
that she was in Cuba, and when asked if she 
wanted to go back there she replied: “Iam in 
Cuba now.” Her answers were all incoherent 
and it was not at all clear that she understood 
the questions that she answered by nodding her 
head. She looked at times as though she were 
trying to collect her thoughts, but each effort 
wus only followed by the despairing cry, “I 
can’t remember, I can’t remember.” 

When asked why she had called herself both 
Nellie Mareno and Nellie Brown, she said that 
Mareno was the Spanish equivalent for Brown. 
She spoke of haciendas, saying that she had 
lived von one; but her speech is without a trace 
of Spanish accent, and her appearance is re-em- 
inently that of an American. Nothing could be 
gained from her as to her history, and the only 
facts that are known are these:

Her ailment seems to be melan- 
cholia. She is quiet and sullen and seems to 
remember nothing. No inquiries have been 
made at the hospital concerning her, and her 
friends, if she has any, seem profoundly igno- 
rant of her condition or whereabouts.

ANOTHER NEW CHURCH. 
ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN LAYS THE COR- 
NERSTONE OF THE BUILDING. 

Yesterday was a festival day among the 
German Catholics of Melrose. In the morning 
Archbisbop Corrigan administered confirmation 
in the Church of the Immaculate Conception, 
on One Hundred and Fifty-first-street and Cort- 
land-avenue, and in the afternoon laid the cor- 
nerstone of the new church immediately in the 
rear, on One Hundred and Fiftieth-street. Many 


of the resideuces in Melrose were decorated 
with Papal, German, and American fiags in 
honor of the event. 

The Archbishop was met in the morning at 
Third-avenue and One Hundred and Fifty-first- 
street by the St. Boniface Suciety and escorted 
to the old church, where the Very Rey. Bona- 
venture Frey, of the Church of the Queen of 
Angels, in East, One “Hundred and Thirteenth- 
street, celebrated mass. The Archbishop was 
accompanied by the Rev. James Heitz, C. 8. 8. 
R., Rector of the immaculate Conception Church, 
and by the Rev. William J. Daly, his acting sec- 
retary. He confirmed 200 people, mostly chiidren. 

At 3 o’clock the societies attached to the Ger- 
man Catholic churches in the city formed in 
procession at One Hundred and forty-eighth- 
street and Third avenue, and, attired in regalia 
and headed by a band of 50 pieces and the St. 
Cecilia Singing Society, proceeded to the site of 
the new church. Atthe end of the seryice ad- 
dresses were madein English and German and 
the organizations passed in review before the 
Archbishop and clergy. 

The new editice will face on One Hundred and 
Fiftieth-street, and willbe 170 feet long by 78 
feet wide. It will have a spire 215 feet high.

CONGRATULATING THE POPE. 

At the theological conferences of the Cath- 
olic clergy last week. Archbishop Corrigan an- 
nounced that all the Archbishops and Bishops of 


the United States had drawn up and signed a 
letter of congratuiation to the Pope on the gold- 
en jubilee of his priesthood, which will be pre- 
sented atthe proper, time.

COLORED GREEK STATUES. 





PICTURES OF SOME RECENT DISCOVER- 
IES OF ARTISTIC VALUE. 

When Prof. Bickmore, of the Museum of 
Natural History, was in Athens last Spring he 
was given the unusual privilege of witnessing 
the unwrapping of some of the statues which 
the Archieological Society of Greece has recent- 
ly been excavating at the foot of the Acropolis. 
A characteristic of these statues is that to won- 
derful beauty of form they add wonderful 
beauty of coloring. This, however, is untortu- 
nately evanescent, and to be properly appre- 
ciated must be beheld before the air has had an 
opportunity of aifecting\it. The officers of 'the 
Society unwrapped several for his benefit, and 
he was thus enabled to behold them in some- 
thing of the vividness of tints which they ex- 
hibited when the Athenians last worshipped 
Arhéné in ber great temple. While the Profess- 
or Was Watching the spectacle he saw a Swiss 
artist engayed in making drawings of the stat- 
ues, and then reproducing the tints with which 
they were adoriued. Making his acquaintance, 
he learned that the artist was working tor Rus- 
sell Sturgis, of this city, and had engaged to 
make copies of all the colored statues which 
mixht be discovered and send them to him. 

Mr. Sturgis was seen yesterday at his home in 
Stuyvesant-square. “The artist,” said Sturgis, 
“is Emil Gillieron. I have already received sey- 
eral of his productions, and expect many more,, 
My purpose is to have them reproduced in the 
best manuer possible and published in the A meri- 
can Journal of Arenwology for the benefit of the 
art-loving public. What I will eventually do 
with the drawings I cannet say. They are val- 
uable, beyond question, for they elucidate sev- 
eral vexed questions in regard to ancient Grecian 
art. 

‘These statues date back to a period before 
500 B. C. Lhey adorned the ancient temple of 
Athéné, which was burned when the Athenians 
under Themistocles abandoned the city at the 
time of the Persian invasion. When the new 
Parthenon was built these statues were covered 
up with earth, which was used to “ fillin,” in 
order to make a more gradual ascent. That no ef- 
fort should have been made torescue and restore 
these beautiful statues may seem strange, but 
the Athenians felt that they could carve plenty 
more—that artistic genius existed in abundance 
among them. They could have no idea that two 
centuries and a half afterward the people of an- 
other civilization would be delving in the ruins 
= ae and prize their cast-offs at their weight 

u gold, 

* The statues are of marble, about 4 feet in 
height, and are mostly ina good state of pres- 
ervation. Portions of an arm or a leg are 
broken off generally, and a nose is sometimes 
missing. They represent Grecian gods and 
goddesses, particularly Athéné, or Minerva, the 
tutelary divinity of the city, whose hair is 
always colored the favorite red of the Greck and 
Roman poets. The clothing is red, black, and a 
vivid green, Some of the patterns of the cloth- 
ing are decorated, and whatis called the ‘ dia- 
per dot’ is common. They are valuable, not 
only artistically, but as informing us as nothing 
else can in regard to the dress of the Athenians 
apd the way it appeared as it was worn. Every 
detail is represented perfectly, and Tyrian pur- 
pleis depicted in something ‘ike ita original 
gorgeousness. My pictures are exactly one- 
half as large as the statues in every part. They 
are intended to be absolutely accurate simula- 
tions of the statues in every aspect.”

LIQUOR IN POLITICS. 
Pee I ES ES 
THE ANXIETY OF THE DEALERS TO SE- 
CURE THB LEGISLATURE. 

What the liquor men will do in the com- 
ing campaign was foretold by the action of the 
Wine, Liquor, and Beer Dealers’ Central Associa- 
tion, Sept. 13, in voting to appoint a committee 
to secure the nomination of men not unfrienda- 
ly to their cause. The brewing interest 1s now 
said to have adopted a circular, at a meeting 
Sept. 16, setting forth the fact that something 
would have to bedone to resist legislative attacks 
ou the business, and announcivug a scheme for 
raising a cumpaign fund by assessments of 1 
cent on every barrel of beer orall sold from May 
1,1886, to May1, 1887, and taxing maltsters $100 
for ever 60,000 bushels of malt soid in the same 
time, hop dealers $100 for every 1.500,bales, and 
brewers supply men $100. Afterward the cir- 
culars are said have been withdrawn, owing to 
opposition among the liquor men themselves. 
August Finck, who is named as Treasurer of the 
campaign fund, said last night that he was pres- 
ent at the meeting but knew nothing, of any cir- 
cular being prepared. 

To try to prevent the return of Representative 
Ernest H, Crosby to Albany would be the most 
natural thing in the world for the liquor men, if 
they started out gunning for high license Re- 
publicans. But in Mr. Crosby’s Assewbly dis- 
trict the party leaders have not heard that any 
big corruption fund has been raised by anybody 
or any interest to prevent his re-election. Mr. 
Crosy is said to be sure of arenomination, and 
his friends can see no reason why he snould fail 
of a re-election. Jolin F, Plummer, who is high 
in the Republican councils of the district, says 
that the old factions seem to be united again, 
and he knows of no split that is likely to take 
place,
